ANCIENT UErrHOOS OF COINING.

Ths notes T.'hioh follow? have been made in prepare* 
tion tos & obapter on the subject in a work on anoieut 
coinage whiob, Z hope, may some day find its way 
into print. This will account for the iuclnsion among 
them of a certain amount of elementary information; 
but to omit it would destroy the cohesion of the test, 
such as it is. The problems which are presented by 
the fabric of aucient coins are such that they can only 
be resolved by joint investigation on the part of 
numismatists and practical die-engiavers; and it is 
with the object of obtaining the opinion of the latter 
(some of whom, as Mr. Harold Stabler and Mr. Cecil 
Thomas,* iiave already given me much valuable assis> 
tanoe) that 1 am setting forth such observations as 
I have been able to make. 

The modern coin is pi^oduced by the pressure of au 
engraved die on prepared blanks by means of highly 
speeiaiUed macbineiy. The methods employed by 
antiquity were much simpler. Ancient coins were 
sometimes produced in one single process, by casting 
in a mould; but this process was properly reserr’ed 
for larger pieces> and the ueual method was to strike 
them with a sledge hammer, the blank, however

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prepared, beiog placed between engmvecl diet on 
which the hammer was brought down by hand. 

Let ns first deal with the coius for which tlie process 
of casting alone wae employed, altboQgU chronologi* 
cally they do not come first.* The mould in which 
the molten metal \7as cast could be made either iu 
some hard mateiial, iu which it was carved, euch as 
stone or wood, or in a soil material, such its clay or 
sand, into which a model was pressed, the mould being 
afterwards baked iu order to harden it. Pliuy * 
speaks of certain siliceous stones, unaffected by fire, 
from which mould s w ere m ado for casting bronze. The 
gialu of the wooden mould in whioh cei'tain British 
bronze coins were oast is distinctly perceptible on the 
coins themselves {PI. I, 1).^ The second method 
was, however, much b]ie easier, and was probably most 
frequently employed. An existing ooin could be used 
ae a model, and thus repeated an indefinite numbei* 
of times. The points at which the metal entered the 
mould are frequently perceptible at the edges of the 
coins, when the makers have not taken the trouble 
to trim them. Not vmcommoiiJy the coins were cast 
en chapelet. That is to say, a series of moulds foi* 
one side of the coin were made on a plate of stone, 
or on a fiat slab of clay, side by side, a channel being 
dinwn from mould to mould, to allow the metal to 
pass from one to the other. The moulds for the other 
side were mode in a oonespouding slab, with corre¬ 
sponding channels. The two slabs were then adjusted

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and olampdd together, aud the metal poo red iu. The 
liuiebed coins were then broken off; and chopped or 
clipped with scissors from the resulting “ tree ’\aiid the 
juarks of sach methods of division are often patent 
(PI. S> 2, a Gaulish cast coin).^ 

Another method—and this was especiallj employed 
for casting Roinau coins in the third century of the 
Empire—was to make impresaions of the two sldee 
of a coin in a roundel of fine clay, bind a number of 
these roundels, obverso to reverse, in oolnmns; carvo 
a trough down the edge of the column so as to give 
the metal admission to the interior of tho mould; and 
so cast. Largo quantities of such moulds have been 
found in Gaul, Germany, Britain, Switzerland, Lower 
Austria, Egypt, Tunisia.^ The most remorkablo case 
was at Bamery (Marne), Here, among the ruins of 
a building that had been destroyed by fire, were 
discovered 3,900 pieces of Coustans I and Constantins 11 
all of one reverse typo (Phoenix), mostly with tho 
mint*mark of Augusta Trevlvoram, some with that 
of Ltigdunuin, and one with that of Sisoia. BvU from 
their appearance it was clear that they had all been 
made on tho spot/ And in the immediate noighbonr

7he process of casting was one cause of the degrade- 
tion of the standard and style of coins. Metal shrinks 
while cooling, aud a coin (B) which has been pro- 
dnced by casting in a mould made by impressing 
another coin (A), will be slightly smaller than A. 
This shrinkage will be almost impeivseptible, but if a 
third (0) is made from B, and a fourth (D) 0, 

D will probably be perceptibly smaller aud lighter 
than A. In the oase of large coins, like the Koman 
Republican heavy bronze, the steady degradation in 
size and weight which has so much agitated historians 
may have been partly due to thle caitse. Of the effect 
of suoh casting on style (if that word can be used 
of such primitive designs) wo have a furious example 
in the cast British coins of the Hengistbury Head 
type.* There is a gradual simplification of the design. 
One coin was used as a model for others, by pressing 
into clay. A ooin on which one of the pellets or lines 
which compose the type had failed owing to faulty 
casting, would make a mould from which that pellet 
or line was lacking. Thus the simplification went ou. 
This is an extreme case, bat it is obvious that bhirriug 
of detail was a necessary result whenever mass pro* 
ductiou by casting was practised. 

A few of these coins from Hengistbury Head were 
hammered after they emerged from the mould, pos¬ 
sibly with the object of making them look more like 
the struck coins of similar types current at the time. 

If the Romans in the tliird century used the castbig

is not unreasonable to suppose that the practice ob¬ 
tained in the Eaateni provinces- But it was by no 
means so common. Cast coins of vaiions miuts of 
Asia Minor (especially Samos) are, however, oiten met 
with, and it is improbable that they should all be the 
work of modei'n forgers • 

The Greek word for casting {x<DUf6iiy, ia 

uot found used in connexion with coinage, as is hot 
natural, since the process was but exceptionally em¬ 
ployed for coinage among Greeks. But the earliest 
Boman bronze coinage is described as Long 

after the Bomans had giveu up the use of cast coinage 
the triumvirs responsible for the currency kept the 
title of “triumvirs for the casting and striking of 
bronze, silver, and gold".*® This ia partly a mere 
survival; the order in which the metals are men¬ 
tioned, being the order in which they actually came 
into use for coinage, shows this. But also it records 
the fact that these triumvirs were responsible for the 
refining and casting of the metal out of which the 
blanks, afterwards to be struck, were made.

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W 9 HOW pixioeed to consider the much inoro compli> 
cated process of striking.^' The first stage '^as the 
preparation of the blanks. These 'were usually cast 
by one of the processes already described. Traces of 
the processes, which were not always obliterated in 
the subsequent stages, enable us to particularize. The 
most remarkable pecoliarity is one which is especially 
characteristic of early Sicilian coiDs.'* On many of 
these there are to be seen ridge-shaped projections 
at two diametrically oppcsed points of the edge. It 
appears that the blank was cast in a spherical mould,

made of two hemispherical halrea The metal flowed 
into the joint between the two halres, maJting a sort 
of equatorial ridge round the blank. “If the blank 
was placed on the anril in such a position that the 
ridge was in a horizontal plane, then the ridge would 
be preserved all round the edge of the coin. But this 
would have produced a thin ragged edge to the coin; 
more usually^ thei'efbre, the plane ot' the ridge was

inoHued, or even vertical, so that ouJy two small 
projections remained after striking." Fig. 1 shows 
the appeaniDce of such a blank before and after being 
struck i the drawings have been made from a wax 
model before and after being pressed flat 

The fact that a globe of metal retains heat longer 
than a disk may explain the ^t that the blanks V'ei^e 
made of a shape that would soem to place so maclx 
strain on the dies, instead of something more like the 
shape of the finished coin. TJie latter metliod was 
certainly employed by most other pails of the Gieek 
world. The Untoid shape of the blanks of the early 
electrum of Asia 2£inor. for Instance, has hardly keen 
altered under tlm pressure of the dies. 

Such blanks as have been preserved fiom Greek 
times are aa a mle very much of the shape of the actual 
coins—only rathei* thicker, as a rule,'since the metal 
flattened and spread under tiie hammer (Fi. Z, a).'* 

The method of casting cn chapeUi above de- 
scribed was also widely employed for making blanks, 
especially iu the late second and first centuries n.c. 
in the Sasteiu Mediterranean. When the coins were

Je‘w8-*but also frequently when they were large, little 
trouble was taken to trim off the runners (PL I, 4).^* 

J udging irom their shape, it wonld seem that blanks 
sDch as those jnst described were cast in open moulds.^^ 
The mould was slightly less in diameter at the bottom 
than at the top, so that on taming it over the blanks 
would the more easily drop out. Blanks thus cast 
have therefore bevelled edges. They are character' 
Utic of Syria and Egypt, but are also found else* 
where.’^ 

The bevelled edge produced by the shape of tlie 
mould must oot be confused with the hammered 
bevelling which is noticeable on certain large Greek 
coins,'* especially on the “ spread tetradrachms of

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Ionia and Aeolis of the second century b.o. (PI. 1, 7, 
of Cyme in AeoUs). It is possible that all blanks 
which show signs of having been hatomered in this 
way were really older coins, and that the object of 
the hammering was to obliterate the original design.''^ 
Thus the spread tetradrachms of Ionia were perhaps 
originally Alexandrines. 

Hammering was also employed occasionally to ob¬ 
literate the rough or rugged edges of blanks; it is found 
in some of the thick coins issued by Ma^aeiis in Cilicia 
or N. Syria, iu some of the double darics ascribed to 
Babylon after the fall of the Persian Empii'e, and on 
some early Seleucid coins of Eastern mintage; so that 
it may be regarded as a regional fashion. 

Xt has been supposed that the central holes which 
are to be observed on many ancient coins, especially 
on those which have the bevelled edge, were due to 
their having been turned on a lathe to tiim them, the 
hole being made by a pointed chuck. A gross example 
is a coin of Seleucia on the Tigris (PI. I, This 
theory is denied by Bahrfeldt, at any rate for the 
Italian examples, since, he observes, the edges of the 
holes show no signs of compression ; iu fact be says 
he has even noticed a burr or swelling round the edge, 
which points to their having been made after striking. 
In any case the theory that the hole was made by

'Whatever be the origin of this central hole, it 
seems that blanks were sometimes turned on a lathe.*^ 
Frequently the faces wei*e filed (Pi. I, 16),** 

Blanlcs could eiIso be prepared by cutting. This 
was a very common, indeed the usual, practice in the 
Middle Agee, when coins were so thin that the blanks 
could easily be cut with shears. It was less common in 
Oreelc and Boman times. But examples may easily be 
enumerated, although there is doubt about the examples 
which have been instanced in the thick double darics 
aud silver coins struck in Babylonia or other parts of 
the East af^er tlie hll of the Psrsiau Empire.^ The

The absence of traces of casting 
nmners on the vast majority of the later silver coins 
(according to Bahrfeldt they are unknown on Boman 
silver), and the fact that there exist unworn coins of 
which the middle part of the design is not struck 
up ", i.e. has not penetiuted into the depth of the die, 
shows that fiat blanks must have been used. 

But the easiest way to procure a blank was to t&ke 
an existing com of the right weight. When re^truck, 
the old types would be more or less obliterated by the 
new. The portions of the old type most likely to be 
preserved are those which come under the deepest 
portion of the new die; this should be borne in mind 
in considering examples where the re-strlking has 
been so imperfectly done that it is uncertain which 
is the older aud which the later design. The study 
oi these re*struck or over-stmck coins is of importance 
as helping to determine the chrouological relations 
of series. The practice was carried to an excessive 
degree in the reign of the Byzantine fihnperoi' Con- 
Stans II (641 >8), some of whose bronze coins seem to 
have been re^struck not merely a second but a third 
time.^^ But it should be realized that the custom of 
using old coins as blanks was much more common 
than is genemlly supposed. Whole series of colus,

It was not 
only that the trouble of preparing a new blank was 
saved; if the old coin was of the right standard, 
correctness of weight was also secured in this way.'*’ 

A rare form of blank, found only under the Roman 
Empire, was made of a central disk of one alloy of 
copper surrounded by a ring of another alloy of the 
same metal. It is oondued to the sestertii aud “ medaU 
lions’', and, as the work of these pieces is usually 
better than the average, it was probably regarded as 
specially attractive.^ Since the distinction of the 
metals bore no relation to the design, which was 
ari'anged just as on coins of a single metal, the taste 
which dictated the piaotice is questionable. 

However prepared, the blanks had then to be placed 
between the dies and struck; we have accordingly 
iieiit to consider the making of the dies.^~ A few 
ancient dies have been preserved ; a number of others 
have been recorded, but have now disappeared. Not 
a few of those which it has been possible to examine 
appear to bo the work of ancient forgei's. TJiere were

One of the oldest axuuit dies^ was cut for the 
reverse of an Athenian tetradrachm of the period 
4'S0-822 B,o.»aud was found in 1&04, at Tel el-AUirib in 
Egypt. It is made of bronse, containing an unusually 
large proportion of tiu (2S>51 to dO 85 of oopper). This 
admixtui'e is said to be best oalciilated to produce 
hardness and resistance to blows. TJie upper part is a 
four*sided pyramid withi’ounded topi in the lower part 
the four sides slope inwards, but just befoie the base 
is reached there is an offset, below which the base is 
again bevelled inwards The design is out in this 
ban. 

In 1010 tirnre wei^e showu at tlie British Museum 
the dies of both sides of a coin of Athenian types. 
These too oome from Egypt, having been found at 
Saie. and must be moi^e or less contemporaiy with the 
one just meutioned. There is now no trace of them, 
and their owuer is not known; but impressions fVcm 
them are shown in Pi. I, 9 , ii. The material and 
other details were unfortunately not noted at the time. 

Next in date of the other dies that have been pre* 
sewed is one for the I’everse of a silver tetradrachm 
of Philip of Maced on; it is of iron, and consists of 
a round bar, tapering from the top (where it has been

somewhat spread by the blows which it has received) 
to tbe bottom, where the desig^i is cut. A brouzo die 
for the reverse of a large coin of Berenice II of Egypt 
is a regular oylinder, with a projection at one side.^' 
Xu addition to these Greek dies an unusual proportion 
of Gaulish dies has been preserved. Alost of them aio 
entirely of bronze; but one found at Aveuches is of 
bronze let into a cylindrioal block of iron; it is the 
die of an obverse, and consequently I'equired greatei* 
support. The bi’Onze obverse die of a coin of Augustus, 
found in the ruins of a Itoman camp in Moesla. is 
similarly of bronze let into a block of iron. Steel 
dies of Tiberius, Caligula, Claudius, and Constantins 
Chlorus ai'e also presei’ved. Tire majority of the 
Itomau dies extant seem to have been discoveied in 
Gaul. That is even true of a pair of ii‘on dies lor 
obverse and reverse of an aureus of Coustaus I Caesar, 
bearing the mlnt^mat^k of Antioch. Since official dies 
fl‘oni the Antioch mint can hardly have found their 
way to Beaiimont’SUr-Oise, where the instrument was 
found, this pair of dies probably belonged to a forger. 
Tiie \yth' are hinged together, so that obverse and 
I'everse could not become separated and hybrids be 
produced, and so that the axis or die>positiou

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was always the same in all specimess struck from 
the pair. 

Finally we may mention a more elaboi’ate instru- 
meut In the Museum at Lyons, coutaining the dies 
fior an aureus of Faustina II. The designs ai^e cut iu 
steel, but the stocks are made of eofb iron. The section 
of both portions is square; the upper portion is 
hello wed out to the depth of about 2^ cm., forming 
a equal's socket which comes dowu on the lower> 
htting it closely. This allowed of more exactitude 
in the superpositiou of the dies.^’’ 

A number of other dies are described by older 
writers,^' but are now no longer to be traoed. 

The xnslliod of engraving the designs on thu dies 
must be interred extant remains; for there are 
no literary records of it. It is generally assumed that 
the arts of dlS'engraving and gem-engraving were iu 
all essentials the same; both were directed to pro* 
duoing a auuk design in a liard material. Very few 
signatures of known gem*engravers have been recog¬ 
nised on ooins; but considering the rarity of slgna-

Accordingly, it bas been 
generally agreed that tUe gern'Cngraver’e principal 
tool, the drill (driven by wheel or bow), was also used 
by the die-eiigraver, although it has also been gene* 
rally admitted that he used a cutting tool, such as 
a burin or graver, as well. Further, if the gem* 
engraver used a magnifying glass, we may agree that 
the die'engraver followed his example.**’ 

The modern gem-engraver’s drill is made of soil 
iron, on the working end of which diamond powder 
mixed with oil is placed. The drill being rotated, and 
the gem pressed against it, the particles of diamond 
embed themselves in the drill-head and ae it rotates 
wear away the stone. If the etone were softer than 
the drill-head, the particles would dx thernseU'es iu 
the stone, and the drill \70uld be worn away. 

So oouvinced have some modem writers been that 
die-engravers used the drill,*' that, realizing that 
bronze is softer than ivon, and aasamiug that an iron¬ 
headed drill was used, they iiave jumped to the 
conclusion that the bionze dies which wo know to 
have existed were uot cut directly witli a drill, but

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io sdtQe secondary Tvay. Either, it ia thought, they 
oast from steel originals, and finished with a 
graver; or they were made by driving a hub into the 
bronze. If it is neoessary to insist on the use of the 
drill, we have only to assume that a bronze drill was 
used, in order to get over the difficulty that Uishs 
writers have felt. The only bronze die that has been 
analysed, the die of an Attic coin mentioned above, 
is of very hard bronze, and could presumably have 
been out with a bronze drill or even with one of 
soft irou. 

But the fact is that there is no necessity to assume 
that ancient dies wei‘e cut with a drill at all. It is 
probable tliat the work was done obiefiy with punches 
and scorpers.^’* The drill which is necessary in dealing 
with a refractory material, is not necessary with any 
but the most hard or brittle of metals. Thei’e is 
nothing iu any ancient coin tliat seems to show 
that the die have bean engraved with a 

drill. What has led to tbe assumption is the fact 
that the small pellets or blobs which mark the points 
and angles of letters, and are found also in other 
parts of the design, were made by oup-shaped cavities 
in the die very similar to the oup-shapsd cavities 
made in gem-stones by the drill. But those cnp* 
shaped cavities con Id equally well have been made by 
a roiuid-headed puuoh., They were made first by the 
engraver, to mark the points wbioh were to be joined 
up iu finishing his letters. Sometimes, in using his 
graver for this purpose, his hand slipped, and the

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graver passed beyond the cavity. These cavities had 
the advantage that the bnrr which was thrown up 
before the giavei* as it proceeded would be lost in the 
cavity. 

In denying die absolute necessity tor the use of the 
drill, we do not exclude the probability that it may 
have been used sometimes for cutting out the larger 
masses of m eta!. 

The theory that brouse dies were produced by 
casting fi*oni drill-cut steel dies may be dismissed ut 
once ; the amount of chasing and cleaning up that 
would be requiied in order to get a clean, hard surface 
would have made the casting process hardly worth 
while. 

An eznmmation of certain details, however^ seems 
to indicate that the old die-cutters uudei^tood the 
use of' the hub, made of hal'd metal, carved with a 
positive design, and driven into tho heated metal 
of the die, which could be afterwaivis hardened. Let us 
examine, for instance, the letters and details, such as the 
trident, on an early coin of Poseidonia (Pl. X, 8).** The 
ridges in relief which form the trident and the letters 
themselves are hanked and empbasiaed throughout 
by a slight furrow. This is seen on both obverse and 
reverse. It conespouds, of course, to a slight bank or

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elevation in the die, flanking the depressiona which 
make the letters themselves. Such elevations might 
have been caused it the letters were punched into the 
die, since the metal displaced by ponchiug wells up 
at the sides. But the letters are not so uniform in 
character that we can suppose them to l>d made by 
punching; and the trident would ceilainly have to 
be made with the graver. Kow, if the die were made 
iu the ordinary way by direct engraving, it is difficult 
to see what was the object or the method of producing 
these banUs. They seem to be made with the ob^eot 
of deflning the details>^ To procure that definition on 
the die itself, it would have been much easier, and quite 
as efleotive, simply to cut the letters and other details 
a little deeper. But suppose the artist was working ou 
a hub in which these Uttsrs are iu relief, just as they 
are on the oolu itself; and suppose that the details had 
bscome a little woin by use. Tlie ouly way to define 
them mors olearly was to go round them, making 
a little trench, cutting away the field, so as to throw 
them up into relief again. 

A similar treatment of the letters ie to be seen on 
the earliest coins of the Achaean League (Pi. I, 

It would doubtless not be difficult, with a little seaioh, 
to find other examples iu various parts of the C^reek 
world,*’ But we should not be justified in jumping to

The bubbing process was even used for the reverse dies 
of the early ‘^inctise’' coins of Magna Graeoia (n. I, li). 
If we examine the borders of* these coins, we shall see 
that, while the obverse is decorated with a circle of 
dots between two plain circles,'*^ on the reverse we 
have almost invariably a bolder of radiating dashea 
These dashes look as if they were impressed on the 
coins themselves with a punch of corresponding shape; 
but it is obvious that eE^ coin would not be subjected 
to this tedious process. It is ei^ually obvious from the 
appeELrance of this border that it was not carved in 
relief on the die. It seems certain, therefore, that the 
relief die which was necessary for striking the reverses 
of these curious coins was made with a sunk hub 
(which indeed exactly, save for the special border, 
lesembled, may have been identical with, the 
sunk die used for striking the ohveiaes); and tbs 
speoial border was punched on to this hub.

In Tiew of what has thus been aaoerteiued witU 
regard to Greek coins, it seems reasouable to agree 
with those who assume that under the Homan Empire 
dies were produced hy means of huba^'* One advan¬ 
tage of the hub is that, befog diiven into the die, 
it gives that die an additional density, thus impi'oviag 
its working. capacity. A second advantage is its 
enormons saving of time. A hub with the portrait 
bead of an emperor, for iustauoe, would allow of a 
large number of dies being made, variations such as 
radiate or laurel crown being added with the graver, 
in the aaine time as was required to engrave a com¬ 
plete die Weekend. Suoh vast quantities of dies seem 
to have been used under the Homan Empire that e^'en 
if we make allowance for the great ntimbers of slaves 
employed, fbr the amazing accuracy with which a 
craftsman will copy his own or some one elae’s model, 
and for the speed with which he will work, we can 
yet hardly explain the great number of dies closely 
resembling each other unless vre assume that they 
were made with hubs.'*'^

Mark] {o;. cSt., pp. 240-50} bns found coins with the title of 
Claudius IT, but with portraits which seam to be of GaUienus and 
Aurelian. Tbut, bo says, is an indication of tbo use of bubs. Tbe 
Claodius'Gullienus szample may bs due to sucb a cause; although 
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The poiQt of the eeatre leg of a pair of compasses 
used to outline the ciioumfetence of a design made & 
small hole in the die, wliicli, •when it survived the 
catting of the design, is represented in the coin hj 
a raised point.** The hub can hardly have been used 
in such oases, or we should have had a hole instead of 
a raised point. 

We have no means of calculating the length of life 
of a die in ancient times. It depended partly on 
whether it was au obverse, or anvil die or pile, or a 
reverse die or tmssel; the Utter, having much less 
estraneous support than the formes', uaturally had 
a much shorter life. Heuoe it is more common to hud 
coins from the same obverse than from the same 
reverse die. There are examples of the same obverse 
die lemaisicg in use -with different reverses for many 
succossive years; thus at Axadtis*^ the same obverse

The gradual deterioration of ft die by erftckiug ie 
o^en trO be traced, since the Greeks were so Uttle 
particular about the appearance of their coins that 
they went on nsiug a die long afW it should have 
been scrapped. The most remarlcable instance of this 
ie one of the Syracusan decadraohms by Kimou; 
the head of Arethnsa appears, on the later-struck 
specimens, to rise out of a formless mass, due to the 
breaking away of a large piece of the die.^ 

The value of flaws in dies es a guide to their classi- 
fioation in time is obvious. The sequence of the 
Kiincnian decedraohms, for instance, lias recently been 
worked ouij partly with the help of this indication, by 
Eegling,'** 

When a die thus broke at tho edge, it was possible 
to patch it up. The broken part could be out away, 
and a new rim be fitted; the join may than make 
itself perceptible in the coin in the shape of an inner 
circle muning parallel to the edge.^^ 

Additions to a die could always be made by means 
of the graver. But emsimes or corrections were more 
difficult, since in oi'dev to take out auy part of the 
design or lettermg, which is sunk below the surface, 
the immediately surrounding area of the sur&ce must 
be out away so as to harmonize. Single letters or

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monograms are often altered In the die; ^ complete 
words more seldom. At Sardes the whole of the 
circular inscriptions on both dies of a coin of Drusus 
Junior and Oennanicus were removed by the process 
of catting awaj the edge of the die, and substituting 
new circular bands of metal on which new inscriptions 
were engraved. Owing to faulty adjustment of the 
bands the alteration is clearly apparent (FI I, 12).'* 
Very interesting are two cases of the altering of dies 
from a much earlier period T wo eigh^d rachm pieces 
of the Thraco-Macedoniau king Geta (about 500 n.o.) 
are from the same obverse die. It originally had a fall 
inscription (“Oeta king of the Edonimison the 
obverse, and none on tlie reverse. It was decided to 
transfer the inscription to the reverse; a new die for 
the reverse was accordingly engraved, with the in¬ 
scription. Then the field of the obverse die was 
worked over, entirely obliterating the first, but only 
paabially obliterating the second and third words, 
which still appear faintly. Finally a complete new 
obverse die, without inscription, was engraved. Coins

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representing all tbese stages are in tUe lioudou and 
Paris cabinets. 

More drastic was the process at Peparethus, early in 
the fifth century. The obverse die of a tetradraobm 
bore a bunch of grapes between two dolphins. For 
some reason not known, the wlrole die was worked 
over; the intervals between U\e individual grapes 
were widened, tlie dolphins taken out, and a badly 
designed pair of vine^leaves and a boi’der of large 
pellets added. 

Various other instances of the alteiation or correction 
of dies could be adduced.'^ And it is needless to say 
that innumerable eiTOn, dne sometimes to illiteracy, 
sometimes to carelessuess, are to be found on ancient, 
as on modei'u, ooina*^ 

The anvil** into which tlie lower die was inserted 
is represented on certain ancient coins. That which 
is most usually mentiousd in this connexion is the 
denarius of Titus Carisius, struck about 40 b.o.*^ The 
instrument is apparently rectangular, dimiuisliing 
slightly towards the bottom, where it u provided with 
tooth']ike prelections to grip the groimd. Beside it 
are a pair of tongs and a hammer, with a long head 
which suggests use not so much as a sledge hammer 
as for less violent work. On the obverse of the same

A denarius of Lucius Scribonius Libo, struck about 
71 B.O. The reverse of this moneyeri denajius repre¬ 
sents the puteal Seribonianum, an enclosure like a 
well-head in the Forum. This monument is ornamented 
on some of the coins with an anvil, on others with 
a pair of tongs, on others with a hammer/'* The 
details of the anvil aie too small to he dear, though It 
seems to have feet like that of Carisius; the hammer 
has a short head like a sledge-hammer. 

An object represented on the coins of certain gi'OUps 
of money ere under Augustus has usually been taken 
for a coining-anvil, but there is no doubt that it is an 
altar.®^ 

Ooining instruments are also represented, iu an even 
more summary fashion, on the few pieces which illus¬ 
trate the actual process of striking.®* All aie of 
Boman date. The late bronze coins of Paestum make 
allusion to the feet that, when in SO n. o, the privilege 
of issuing money was withdrawn from all other towns 
in Italy save the capital, Paestum was allowed by the 
Senate dowu to the time of Tiberius to strike bronze. 
One of these coins shows a building sitpposed to be the 
local mint. A second has on one side a pair of scales, 
on the reverse a man striking with a sledge-hammer 
a die on an anvil, while another with outstretched

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hand directs his movsmeots. A hroose tessera of 
Imperial date at Visnna has on one side the iignres 
of the Three Monetae in a temple j on the reverse, 
s seated figure places the blank (so it would seem, 
though the blank itself cannot be seen) on the anvil 
(which is of truncated pyramidal shape); another, also 
seated, holds the upper die; while a third, standing, 
is about to bi*ing down his hammer on it. 

A famous painting in the House of the Vettii at 
Pompeii remains to be oousidered."* It dates ^om 
the first half of the first osntury of om* sisi; and there 
is a oonsiderakle body of agreement*^ in the view 
which sees in it a representation of the work of 
moneyeiv, amoi’etti, as in oilier paintings of the time, 
talking the place of human orafUmen. It has also, 
however, been explained as a gold smith's workshop} 
and as a matter of fact all the operations depicted are 
possible in suob a worksliop, while in one of them the 
feature which would make it suitable for a moueyer's 
atelier seems to be lacking. The various actions seen

To 
the right of it is a Cupid workiug at a large gold 
dish, which rests on a stand and leans against the 
hack of the furnace ; he steadies it with a rod iu his 
left hand, his right is concealed. The colouring shows 
that this object cannot be the open door of the furnace, 
as some have supposed. Neat is a seated Cupid, at 
work on a piece of metal with hammer and anvil. 
Then a stand heaving two pairs of scales and a chest 
with three drawers, half opened, containing metallic 
objects. Next, a Cupid weighing something in a pair 
of scales, before a seated, fully diaped bat’s* winged 
figure (the only draped figui*® in the picture) who 
points with a critical air to the scales. Her wiugs 
are decorated with black rings. Finally, a group 
of two Onpids, one of whom holds with tongs 
a gold bar of metal on an anvil, while the other 
raises a sledge-hammer to strike it Above the 
picture are two peacocks, which those who explain 
the design as representing the making of coins regard 
as the attiibutes of Juno Moneta, though tliey may be 
purely ornamental. The picture is only cue of a 
number which represent Cupids engaged in various 
ordinary activities of sport, religion, and business (such 
as garland-making and flower-dealing, oil-making and 
selling, fulling, vintage and wine-dealing). It would 
be extraordinary if the operations of a very specialized 
department of state were to be included in this series, 
even if the owner of the house had been a monetary 
triumvir. In the crucial scene (where the two figures 
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are at xrork at the anvil) it is impossible to recoguize 
auything like a die in the object which is being struck. 
The draped figure certainly suggests a lady custozaer, 
rather tlian the superior official of a mint. The 
decoration of the lady s wings with eyes would 
favour her identification with Juno Moueta, were it 
not that, as Hermann points cut, similar harmless 
decoration is found on the butterfiy wings of psychoe 
ou other frescoes in the same house* where connexion 
with minting opeiations is out of the question. Aud, 
as ali’eady remarked, all the details aie equally well 
suited to tlie work of goldsmiths or siJveiamitbe. 

In all these remains of au^quity, the small details 
are so summarily treated* that they add very little to 
our Itnowledge. We may therefore return from the 
external evidence about the methods of striking to 
the evidence of the coins themselves. 

As a geueml rule, we may take it that a die having 
deep relief, imposing more strain on it, would be used 
as a pile, i. a set in the anvil, which afforded it support. 
For. the same reason dies which weie not intended to 
be used for long, such m those which had to bear the 
marks of ohaugiug officials, wore used as upper dies 
or titissels.^* Li the later period of Greek coinage, 
when it had become customaiy foi* a head in compara¬ 
tively high relief to appear ou one side of a coin, that 
side was accordingly used as a pile. Convention has 
given the designation obverse to the side which bears 
a head, reverse to the other side. But it should be 
remarked that in the earlier days of coinage, for

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instanod iu Sicily down to abont 400 it.c., the head 
was very frequently in tbe trussel. The reason for 
this is plain if we study the development of the 
Syracusan series. At the beginning the side with the 
chariot, as having the higher relief; is the lule. But 
as the head on the other side giadually becomes larger 
and more important, its relief is increased, and dually 
it takes its place on the anvil side. If we use the word 
“obverse*' to connote a technical featiue, it should 
be used always of the side pi'oduced by the pile, 
whether it bears a liead or uot/^ 





When the area of the trussel was less than the area 
of the blank, the metal welled up round its edges as 
the die was forced iu by the hammer*blo\vs (Pig. 2, 
left hand). This is characteristic, for Instance, of the 
Attic coinage throughout the duration of the “Old 
Style ", le. down to the fourth century. But at Aegina, 
for instance, it was usual to make the face of the trussel 
wide enough to cover the whole of the blank, so that 
the surface of the reverse is beaten dowu quite flat 
(Pig. 2, middle),*^ Sometimes the sur^e is not quite

The distinotion between these two methods of pTO> 
duotion is important^ since it would appear that the 3 ' 
weie seldom iu use at tlie same mint during the same 
period. Examples of reveises pi'oduoed by the three 
methods are shows in PI. 1,18,14,18, corresponding 
to Fig. 2, left, middle, and right respectively. 

The strong contrast between the convexity of the 
obverse, produced by the pile, and the concavity of 
the I'everse, pi'oduced by tie truesel, is gradually 
diminished as time goes on; generally speaking, it 
would seem that a strongly marked incuse reverse 
ceases to be the rule after tlie eaily years of the fourth 
centuryBut a certain concavity of the reverse 
remains charaoteristio of ancient coinage it is often 
hardly noticeable, until attention la called to it by 
some forgery which, in contrast, has a flat or even 
convex reverse. 

A curious development, found especially iu decadent 
or barbarous coinages, is wlut is called the soyphate 


called “ anviUtrueV", the blank bciu|; placed on “a kind of spike, 
or projection, engmted with the design to be imprened and fixed 
in an anvir'; he oi>poies these to vh&t he calls " paDcb*eti*uck " 
coins, produced in tbe way desentsd above. But the dilRculty of 
bnlsnclag the hlo&ks on such ii>ikesii enough lo throw douht on 
bis theory.

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or cup-skaped &bric, Tl;a obverse, aUbougU its relief 
is uot high, is strongly convex, the reverse strongly 
concave, so that the coin takes the shape of a small 
saucer. The object of this fabric may possibly Jtave 
been to fix the blank firmly between the dies in 
striking. It is characteristic of certain barbarous 
Celtic coinages, of one group of coins of the Himyarite 
rulers of Southern Arabia iu tire first centuiy after 
Christ, and of the later Bysautiue coinage, as well as 
of some Balkan oomages under Bysantiue Influence. 

Quite different are the so-called incuse coins of 
Southern Italy, pi^duced towards the end of the sixth 
century B.c. (fl. I, 8 and IL; see above). The reverse 
reproduces the obverse more or less closely,'^ but iu 
incuse, so that the coin looks as if it were reponss^. 
But it is not; a separate die was used for each side 
and, what is moie, the reverse is intended to show t];e 
opposite side of the object represented on the obveise. 
Thus if Poseidon is seen from the frout on the obverse, 
on the reverse we have a back view of him. hia cUluinyA 
being represented passing over his shouldeia. Various 
theories have been proposed to account for this curious 
fabric ; of those hitherto published, the only one which 
has much platisibility explains it iu the same uay as 
the scyphate fabric descifbed above, as being useful in 
assisting steadiness in striking.*'

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We miufi uot forget to mention the otie*sided ooiua 
which are charaoteriatio of brief periods of the coinage 
of Etruria and of Cyprian Salamia.^^ These were 
simply made by substituting for one of tlie two eu> 
g 2 ‘aved dies a plidn surface of metal. Among the 
Etruscan coins are a number which, by the alight 
traces of a type wliicK remain on the nearly blank 
side, suggest that the idea of haviug one-sided coins 
arose fi’om tlie tact that the dies of die reverse bad 
become so much worn that the type was nearly on* 
I'scognisable. The gradual weariug away of dies 
seems to have led to sometlnug not very different in 
a oeiiaiu olcsa of ancieut British or OauUsli gold coins, 
in which the obverse takes tbs form of a simple 
convex button, without any design wliatever.^^ 

It is generally agreed that blanks which were thick, 
and required great i>owev to compress them, miut 
have beeu heated for the purpose of striking.^" Pos¬ 
sibly only the first blow was given uuder these 
conditions; for even a thick blank cools very quickly, 
and would have requii'ed rc'heating after the first 
blow; then in the time required to replace it in exactly 
die light position between the dlee it would have 
cooled agaiu. But if It ie true fas has frequently been 
asserted in the text* books) that the reticulated sni^oe

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presented by some eftvly Gree^ coins is evidence of 
their having been stmck hot, the finishing blow must 
liftve been given befbi'e they were cool. The split 
edges characteristic of many Sicilian coins, among 
otbei’s, could only have been produced if the metal 
WAS cold. The pi’actice doubtless varied with time and 
place.*'* 

Even with the highly perfected modem methods, 
accidents lake place in the striking of coins; and 
extant ancient coins give evidence of many sucJi 
faihtres, partial or complete.^' One of the commonest 
is double striking, where the die, at the second or 
third blow, strikes the blank in a sligiitly different 
place, and the later impressions duplicate instead of 
coinciding with the eaidier. A more curious fault is 
seen in tlie “ accidentally incuse " coins, in which the 
design of one side is seen i^epeated, incuse, on the 
other. This usually happened when a coin, after 
boing struck, stuck to the upper die and was not 
noticed by the workman; the obverse of this com¬ 
pleted coin was then brov^gbt down on the uext blank 
and Immiuered into it, pi'oduciog on it an incuse 
impressiou exactly similar to the real ohvm'se die. 
This is especially common in Homan denai’ii; it is

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rare in copper or brom» coins, and rarer still m gold. 
Qraater care was taken in the striking of gold tlian 
other mebsJe; also the greater weight of the gold 
blanks and of the Urge brouse or copper coins made 
them less likely to stick to the upper die. Of all the 
liomau specimens which have been recorded^ all but 
three have the head or obverse side repeated in this 
way'^a suScient proof that the die of the head side 
was normally in the anvil 

Avery oommon fault, especially in small coins* was 
caused by the dies being badly registered, eo that only 
part of the type of one side was strock on the blank, 
the greater pert of the blank being left empty 
This faulty adjustment, in the case of blanks oast su 
cka^tiUt and not separated before etrikitkg, but placed 
on an anvil in which several obverse diee were set, 
would produce coins with impreeeione of parte of two

We have, it is true, no other evidence that more than 
one obverse die was set in an anvil, but it is a possible 
explanation of such misstrikings, which have been 
noted in the Gaulish and Jewish series.^^ These blanks 
were evidently cast en chu^eUt. But an exactly 
similar mUstriking is seen on two hllh-ceutury coins 
of Segesta, from the same pair of dies (Bl. i, 17);®' and 
these coins of Segesta were struck out of bullet>shaped 
blanks. Comparison of the tvro coins shows that the 
two obverse dies which produced the complete aud the 
fragmentary impreealou (it is only a bit of the border 
of the second that is to be seen) were iu the same posi* 
tion with legard to each other when the two coins were 
struck. So that it seems reasonable to agree that 
they were both let or hubbed into the anvil rather 
close to each olhei*, aud that the blank overlapped. 

More remarkable are the cuvioiu extraneous elements 
which appear on a coin of L3rcia (FI. 1,18)®' and on one 
of Alyaia (Fi. 1, 22 ).'"’ On the former the snout and one 
foreleg of a boar, on the latter the head and part of 
a wing of a Pegasus, are seen at the edge of the coin, 
coming actually within the area of the held (there is

called mj attention iu this nod to the coias of Pbllos and Velio. 
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ftr&a a circle oiioumscribed about the design). One 
can ouly conclude that in each of these cases one die 
WAS oarelessl; bnbbed into the anvi)» so close to the 
other that it was impossible to strike a coin on tlie 
latter without getting an impression of part of 
the former. This is an additional proof ti)at hubbiug 
was practised, since we can hardly suppose that such 
a mistake would have beeu made in tbe coume of the 
much slower operation of direct cutting. Other »x> 
amples of the sAme oaieleesneia are fbrthoomiug from 
Velia and Phliui ”* On the former (Pi. i, 19) it is 
noticeable that the iutrusive die shows a bci'der of 
dots, such as does not occur cu contemporary drachms. 
Possibly it was a didrachm die; people who used 
dldraobm dies to strike tretrodraohms, as at Segesta, 
would not hesitate to place didrachm aud drachm dies 
on the same anvil. Two specimens of the Fhlius coin 
from the same dies are shown, Fl. I, 20, 2i. 

It is obvious that if two or three obverse dies were 
let into the anvil at the same time, we have an ex¬ 
planation oi' the use of one rerei'se die apparently 
coutemporaneously with two or three obveisss, as we 
iind them used on the coins of Olympia."'* ^ 

If the obverse and reverse dies are so iastencd 
together, or if some airangsmeut is made for regis* 
tering, so that they always strike Che blank in the 
eaine position relatively to each other, the relative 
positions of the two types will also be fixed. Thus if 
a penny of Oeorge V be turned between the fingers 
it will be fi^iund that, if the obverse is upright, so will

In antiquity the practice of fixing, ov otherwise 
regulating, the position of the dies vaned greatly at 
different times and places.^ The analysis of the 
material, although it has hardly been begun, has 
already yielded useful results iu various ways; if we 
know, for instance, that tlie practice was normally in 
use in one part of the world, or at cue period, we shall 
hesitate to attribute to that district or period a coin 
which ignores the piactice.*^ 

If we except those cases in which the nature of the 
design necessitates a constant relation of the axes,^'^ 
we may take it that when the practice of working 
with fixed dies was once introduced, it did not go out 
again, unless, of course, the mint became demoral laed 
for some reason. It has been noticed that it was

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adopted at a very early data in the south*weet corner 
of Asia Minor (aa at Cnidus, Samos, Oalymna, and 
Carpathos, where it prevailed from the seventh or 
sixth centuiy). Eleewbere it is a rarity before the 
fourth century. It is found at Tyre (except on very 
email denoininations) before the end of the ftfth 
century, though the positione vary between f, 
and ^ i and at Sidon the coina from the end of that 
century onwards, are normally struck f. Seleuoid and 
Alexandrine coins from the Eastern parte of the 
Empire are normally struck with the reverse upside 
down. But in central Asia and northern India, this 
4 position began to change to f under Euthydemns I 
(c. 221^-187 6. o). At Rome irregularity prevails 
during the EepubUc, except towai'ds the end, when 
there is a tendency to regularise, and under the 
Einpii's the dies were dxed either t or Roman 
''Medallions " were almost invariably struck f.”' 

As a rule nothing was done after the completion 
of the ttrihing of a coin to alter it« appearance. But 
there is one very curious phenomenon, about which 
much has been written,^* without reaching any satis¬ 
factory explanatiou. This is the serrated edge. We 
know from Tacitos^* that in bis time the Germans, 
of the Roman coins which circulated among them, 
preferred the old and well-known kinds, those with 
serrated edges, and those with the two-horse chariot 
for type. Finds confirm his statement, though in his 
day it was many generations since the last coins of this

’* GfriMHia, 5 . 
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kiaci had ba«u issued. The fuveutJou of the serrated 
edge (for which, so far as can new be seen, them ia Utile 
to be said) has been claimed for Rome, the Seleacids, 
and the Carthaginians, At Rome it is confined to the 
denarii, and is first found towards the end of the third 
century ; but apart from this and one other example 
from the period 172-151 n.c., it is, at Rome, confined 
to the first half of the first century. As a mie, when 
a Roman moneyer issues one seriated coin, all his 
coins are serrated ; but there are some moneyers who 
issue both kinds. It would appear that tlie Roman 
blanks were usually cast with plain edges, tlien ser« 
rated with a file, and then struck. The behaviour of 
the indentations under pressure is the proof of this; 
but in some examples the filing may be later than the 
striking. Sen'ation ie not confined to the solid silver 
denarii, but is very common in plated issues. I'he 
plating was not done after the filing, since the edges 
of the cuts show the bronse." 

Although at Rome this fashion is confined to denarii, 
at Carthage we find it applied to gold or electnim as 
well as silver. Examination of the indentations here 
shows that they were msde with a cutting instrument, 
more than one blow being given; also that they were 
made before striking. It would seem that these issues 
belong to the period of the Hannlbalian War, being 
thus more or less contemporary with the solitary early

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denarius above meutiouad>« wiioae maker perhaps 
imputed the fashion of the invaders. In Syria 11101*0 
were produced, during the first half of the second 
oenfcuiy,®* aeri*sted coins of brouae.®’ But probably 
the earliest examples of the fashion come from 
Mftoedozua, where it appears during the I’eign of 

Philip V (280-179 5.0.). 

The ol^jsot of the praotice ia quite unexplained. 
The non-Eoman peoplsa who used It soon became 
tired of it. Why did the Koaane tolte it up vigorously 
about half a ceutury after It had been divtpped by 
other peoples? It cannot have been intended to em* 
phasise the purity of the metal, since it was used for 
bronze coins by the Greelts, and for plated coins by 
the Bomans. Pi*obBbly, however, the reason why the 
German barbarians liked them was that they could see 
at once whether a deuai'ius was of solid silver or not.

1. Becutting of dm. 

The recutiing of (ties may have been coinmoueu 
thaiL appears at tirst sight, as it is only when the work 
is badly done that tbo results are evident. And 
instances are found not so much by careful seaxch as 
by chance : they come as a kind of by-product of other 
investigations. So it would be of service if students 
would collect any that they happen to observe. The 
examples cited below are from my own collection. 

Probably the commouesb form of recutting occurs 
with magistrates' names. It was natural enough, 
when a man took over the waponsibiUty for striking 
a city's coinage, that, if he found his predecessor had 
left some dies In good condition, he should use them, 
simply altering the name. A good example of this is 
a tetrobol of Knidos from the Dadia hoaid, which haa 
the name of Eiitlierses cut over that of Philokles, 
retrograde, showing that the cutting was done on the 
die. Such recuttiug was fre<iuent at Smyrna in the 
early part of the dist century b.c. 

A more extensive alteration, covering the whole 
titulatnre of an emperor, is iu the obverse legeud of an 
Alexandrian tetradiachm of Hadrian (published iu 
Num. Chron., xvii, p. S8, and FI. iv. 6. 4) where tliB 
earlier and smaller Uttering can be read fairly clearly 
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under tbe substituted inscription. This aJso zaust 
have been done on the die. 

A probable instance of recuttiug on the bub may be 
seen in an Alexandrian tetradraohm of the first year 
of Tespasian with the reverse type of Nike. This type 
waa used under Vitellius, with the date in the field 
of the reverse. But the issues of Vespasian were dated 
on the obverse, and so, before the old reverse of ViteU 
lius was employed, the date was removed from it The 
specimen under consideiation still bears the lower 
stroke of the L: and, as the surface round it does not 
appeer to have beeu eiTsoted, it looks as if the altera* 
tion was made on the hub. 

A brouse drachm of Hadrian of the Alexandrian 
mint it rather interesting iu this connexion. In year 
12 there was iu use a reverse type of Nilus reclining b, 
bolding A comucopiae with fftrit on top in hit r. hand, 
and arsed in his 1., and resting bU 1. elbow on a hippo¬ 
potamus: in the field, to r. of the oomuoopiae, are 
the numerals I? (referring to the Ifi oubits which were 
the standard of a good inundation iu the Kile valley), 
and in the ezergne is the date LAU1A€K (Pi. ZI, 1; 
Brit. Hus.) In year 16 the proper Kilus type for the 
di’acbma was Nilus seated I. on rocks, boldiug the reed 
in his r. baud aud the comucopiae in his 1., with a 
crocodile climbing up the rooks (PI. II, 9 ; Brit. Mus.). 
But some ingenious person at the mint seems in year 
16 to have fouud au old Nilus hub of year 12 and 
adapted it by cutting out the date in the ezergiie aud 
fashioning the iVuit at the top of the coruncopiae into 
a U, so that with the numerals in the field it made the 
date LI? (PL il, 2; my collection). The work must 
have been done on the hub: the exergue is hollowed, 
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especially iu the middle, hut traces of the L at cue eud 
aud tile €K at the other end of the original date can he 
seen: and there is also hollowing round tKe refashioned 
L aboTe 

A different reason for alteration is to be founi^ in 
two coins of Commodus in my collection. The obverse 
type is ^ AAYPH 5 KOMOAOC Bust r. laur., wearing 
paludamentum and ctiirass, in back view: the reveise 
Apollo Eithaioidos standing, head L, in long robe with 
mantle flying behind, holding in r. plectiiim, in 1. ]yi*e. 
On one coin the reverse legend is ^C( flN 

{VL II, 4), on the other ViTTH flN (Pi. Il, 6). 
Apart from the legend of the reverse, the two paiie of 
dies are identical. It is evident that the second coin 
represents the later state of the dies, as they are 13101*0 
won, except in the first part of the reverse legend; 
on the Ephesian coin the letters of the ethnic aro in 
very low relief, whereas on the Euippean VITTTT stand 
up boldly, with a slight hollow round each. It would 
appear that, an issue of coins being wanted for Euippe, 
a pair of dies was borrowed ficin Ephesos; ou the 
reveise the letters Vltin were out deeply in over tlie 
original ^€, raisiiiga burr round t)iem, the following C 
was converted Into€, and the I obliterated: ti'sces of 
an € can still be seen by the fii'st n. But the alteratioi 
might have passed uiinoticed if chance had not brought 
the two coins into the satno collection. 

There seems to be a somewhat similar instance of 
the bcn'owing and alteration of a die in a coin of 
Gabala struck hi the name of Julia Domna. The 
reverse type is a distyle shrine, in which is a helmet ed 
bust of Athene r. on a rectangular bads: the legend 
ia ^[rjABAACfflN] and in the field r. | MAP 
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(?l. n» 7; my collection). Tlie coin looks as if tlie die 
had been a good deal cut about: and the letters in the 
field give ^ clue to iiA history They occur similarly 
on a ooin of Commodus of Laodikeia, Tvhich also has 
as reverse type a d{style shrine with a bust on a basis 
in it: but the bust is of the city goddess, tuvreted 
(Fl. 11 , a; Brit. Mua) From a comparison of the two 
coins it appears quite possible that the crown of 
turrets of the latter was deepened on the die into the 
helmet of Athene, and the legend lOYAI^HNTHN 
KAIAAOAlKfiHN out ont and replaced by TABA- 
A€nN I in the prooess of alteration a good deal of the 
detail of the original type was blurred. The specimen 
of the ooin of Bomna in tlie British Museum (B. U. C. 
10 ■, here PI. II, d) alio bears the appearance of having 
been struck au altered die. 

[The two cases last discussed are also of interest in 
connexion with the question whether the striking of 
coins was done for a number of towns at one centie. 
In Roman times, at any rate iu Asia Minor, there seems 
a good deal of reason to dunk that one mint often 
served a fairly large district (thus the two coins of 
Fhokaia and Smyrna in my collection, PI. Ii, d and lo, 
and those of Prymnessoe and Synnada, FI. Il, ll and ts, 
from British hluseiim speoimens, share the same ob¬ 
verse die) I and it would be natural enough that small 
towns which only attained to the dignity of an issue of 
coins once or twice in a century should order them 
fiH)m the neaiest I'egular mint Ephesos would be 
a convenient centre for Euippe, and Laodikeia for 
Qabala: and if such au arrangement existed, it would 
facilitate the trsnsference of dies. This question is 
perliape worth furthei* iuveetigation.]

a. Adjustmeyit of dies. 

The adjustment of dies may sometimes have been 
govei'ned partly by their shape. I have called, a Wen* 
tiou Cht^>n. sviii, p. SI 5) to the fact that some 

coins of Smyrna of about 300 i.i>. show instances of 
tl and f j from the same dies ; and probably azamina* 
tion of the eastern issues of the Roman empire would 
furnish many similar examples: the latest 1 have 
noticed is iu two specimens of a Sagalaasos coin of 
Claudius Gothious. (Of also J, Mavrogordato ini^uw, 
ChiKnu xviii, p. 131). During the Roman period the 
practice in Asia Minor seems to have been to adjust 
the vertical axes of the dies, without keeping the 
top and bottom of the types in the sarae relative 
position. 

At Alezandria, where in Roman times the dies were 
almost invariably placed there may have been 
some meohanical means, such as liingeing ov slotting, 
for keeping the positions true: a series of twelve ooius 
of Diocletian &om the same pair of dies show such 
exact identity of relation between the faces as could 
hardly have been attained without some device of this 
kind. The strict role of die-position was only broken 
at one brief period in the three centuries of purely 
Alexandrian coinage, in years 4 to 7 of Sevems Alex- 
audev, when an exceptional set of tetradroohms 
appeared, differing in style, module, and tabric from 
their predecessors and successors: and these have 
indifferently the position ft or [cf. J.E A. iv, 
p. 178). 

It may be n'orth noting that these exceptioital ooius 
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ftre of much thisndr and more spread fabric than the 
ordInar 7 rather dumpy tetradrachma of the Aleian» 
drian mint: and moat of the aeries of the Roman 
period in which the die-poaition fluotuatea similarly 
are of a like fabric.

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ON A HOARD OF COINS CHIEFLY OF KINO 
STEPHEN. 

(8fis ?LAX8 irr.) 

Thu hoard of pduui«« mid out lialfpminy \m fouud 
raacy yeai's ago at South Kyme iu Lincoloshira. The 
village in which they were vinearthed was then, and 
may still be, part of the pi'operty of Earl Browulow. 
and the hoard haa been in the owuershlp of the family 
ever since its recovery. No particulars relative to tlie 
unearthing are now available owing to the lapse of 
time. The hoarvd is believed by the late owner to be 
complete. Judging by the condition of the coins and 
the number of scarce pieces contained in the hoard 
this is probably correct. The coins were as usual 
covered in part with oxide, chiefly of a biownish red 
colour, but greenish patches were occasionally visible. 
All the coins were separate; there was no matting. 
They have been caretully cleaned, and the majority 
are in excellent condition. South Kyme is six miles 
NE. of Sleatbrd and eighteen miles SE. of Lincoln. 

There were $34 coins placed in my hands, of which 
333 were pennies and one a cut halfpenny. T\vo kings 
were represented, viz. Henry I by eleven coins. There 
was also one mule combining au obverse of Henry I's 
last type and a reverse of Stephen’s flrst issne. The 
remainder, 322 in number, must ail be placed to 
the time when Stephen was king, though they do 
not all bear his name. These latter include six which

Two types of Henry I were preeent, vie. one coin 
witli a full face on the obverse and an omamental 
cross on the reverse, described as type lY by Hawkins 
and as type X in the British Museum Catalogue of 
Norman Coins. Unfortunately, neither the mint>name 
nor that of the moneysr are sufficiently clear for 
identification. The others are all of the typo Hawkins 
359 , described iu tlie British Museum Oatalogtte as 
type XY. the last type of Heniy I. The ten coins 
exhibit five mints: Bury St. Edmunds 1, Canterbury 2, 
Loudon 2, Norwich 1, a mint beginning with 1, 
Winchester 1. Two were illegible. It is somewhat 
unfoi timate that nothing further can be made out on 
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the coin with the miut-name beginuiug with , as 
apparently no mint with that initial is known of 
type XV. The mule, a new one, has for obverse that 
of Henry's last coinage and for reverse that of Stephen’s 
first. This is in accord with most mules of other 
Anglo-Saxon and l^orman coins, whore the reverse is 
generally later than the obverse. It is unfortunate 
that the mint-name and that of tlie monejer are finite 
illegible. 

Particulars of the 312 coins of Stephen’s first type, 
Hawkius 270, type Ii are as follows. Both in 

the list and in the account of the find 1 have placed 
London first. The otlier mints are in alphabetical 
order, 

Ths Loxdos Mist (45 coin's). 

The coins fi‘om the Loudon mint do not present any 
varieties of much impoitauce. The variations consist 
chiefly in the spelling of some of the moneyer«' names,

and on two others as DEI^MAN 

is the reading on one piece of the commoner 
DEl^ENAH. and DEPI^. also occurs, tlie 
remainder of the name being obliterated on the coin 
but completed on a coin in the Biitish htuseum.

Tbs miub^name of this place seems to have been 
written in two different ways on tUe first type of 
Stephen. Either ts EDM, oouceiwr^g whioh there 
can be no doubt, or as BA, letters which might aJso 
stand for Salisbury, Shaftesbury, and Sandwich. It is 
nob quite easy to bs sui'o of the identity in this case, 
but the name of Gilbert appeaie on both varieties as 
moneyer, and this name does not Appear at any of the 
other pOMible mints. The case is paralleled in 
eiiort-orosK times by tim two readings B'0DM and 
&ANT0A. The difficulty in this case, however, 
does not arise, as, at the time, Bitry St, Edmunds whs 
tlie only possible mint.

hitherto sole representative of Huntingdon during 
Stephen’s reign.

Tiie coins from this mint throw light on some 
uncertain readings.

The evidence of the coins from this mint is of auiisual 
importance. Iu the first piece, then are more examples 
from Liuoolu tlisn there are from auy other mint, 
including Loudon. The least number that must be at¬ 
tributed hei'e is fiity-oue, aud possibly some of tlie 
quite illegible coins may have emanated from this 
mint, but I canuot be sure, as I am unable to find 
identical dies. The London coins, in the same way, 
would show a total of forty-five. Tliis ie really an 
enormous prepond erauoo for one piovinoiai mint, aud 
I was BO etruck by it^ that I cotmluded the hoard must 
have come from Lincolnshire before 1 knew where 
they were found. In this r'espect it adds greatly to 
the evideuce brought fovwartl by Mr. Andrew in 
relation to the Nottingham hcftrd, and the number 
of Nottingham coins found tliere. 

The number of moneyers ideutified as striking at 
Lincoln is five, vis, Glade wine, Oslao, Baulf, Heiuald, 
and Si ward.

This i s again bo me out by other 
coins of Lincoln, The mint-name HICOL fix's t 
appears on Norman coixxs late In the reign of Henry I. 
It coxitinued in this form xxntil the issue under Stephen 
just described, and theii the change which appears 
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here oarned on into H«nry ITs first issue, wl^ere 
tbe natne is still Lincoln. Ths baok to 

HiCOL WAS made on the issue of the short*oros3 
coins, and o^n ebauged, this time for good, on the 
long-croM coins. 

Mr. Andrew, iu the British Numismatic Journal, 
vol. X, points out that the snccesaive shortening 
of the obverse legend on the first type of Stephen ie 
evidenoe of the ordei* in which the ooins were issued. 
He pleoes coins reading after the king’s name 

before those ending or alone, and these again 
before ooius bearing the king’s name only. TJie coins 
without an inner circle all seem to belong to thie late 
class. Now tbe Lincoln coine in thie find bear directly on 
thie point. Gladwine and probably Reinald both issue 
coins with ; Heinald also one with R; Oladwine 
one with the king’s name spelt &T1EPNE ; Oelao 
with tbe same spelling, and with an inner circle; 
and Sipard without tlie inner 011*010. All of those 
coins bear the miut-uame beginning N. Qladwine 
is then rospoueiblo for a coin with tbe king's name 
STIEFH Haulf follows eait« and Si ward, now 
extended in full to Siguard, issues one reading 
STIEPHE All these pieces are withoat the 
inner circle, and spell the name El. The ooins 
thus bear out Mr. Aiidrew'e classiticatiou, and this again 
shows that HIEOL is the earlier foi*rn of the Lincoln 
mint-name on the first ty^ie of Scepheu’e coiiia The 
impotianoe of tiiese oouolusions is evident wJieu 
reference is mads to some other coins issued from 
tbe Lincoln mint during this period. 1 refer to those 
reading PEP ERIC as an obverse legend. They 
were issued by Raulf, spelling his name I^APVLF,

They all read IflCO ae the mint* name, and examples 
by both moneyew were in the hoard. We tsan thus 
oonclnde that they were issued before the mint* 
name was retumed to its correct form, and befoi'e 
Glad wine and Eaulf and Si ward changed their Saxon 
for Roman letters. This still leaves in doubt tlie 
meaning of PEPEHIC, but it narrows down 
the time of issue of these curious coins, which may 
in the future be useful towards determining the issuer. 
1 sliould here rather like to predict the possible 
appeai'auce of a PEHEl^IE coin by Glad wine, and 
I should also like to point out that the PEI^EI^IC

k coin in the bo&i^l ia attributed to this mint, 
ah bough the first letter of tlie mint^name is not very 
clear, but several observere have recognized the letter. 
The are uninistakable. Only the fit’s t four letters 
of the inoneyer'e name are visible, This U 

presumably the same name that appeal^ on Lewes 
coins as pi'obably our Harvey. This 

is the first coin of Stephen’s first type to be attributed 
to Fevensey. The mint itself seems to liave been used 
very inft’eQuently, as there ara only known from it 
two types of William I, via. V and VIII, and two of 
William II, the first and type 111. It also figures in 
types 11 and VII of Steplien.

It is unfortunately imposelble to suggest the new 
mint or the tnoneyer. See p. 80, Ho. 'i7Q, 

SauanuBV (1 coik;. 

A penny in the board roads ^TAIl**lH[!ON t 
tdA. Tins is attributed to Salisbury* on account of 
the moneyer's name. No coins of type I ai« Unown, 
but thei’e is in the Mnaeum a coin of type VII reading 
AN •MCI ON I ^ AL, This is obviously the 
same moneyer, and &A here would appear* to be 
Salisbury rather than any other mint beginning with 
the same letters. 
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Shaptesbuby (1 coin). 

The mint is only repveseaUd hy one coin from the 
SAme dies as that already lu the national ooUection. 

SoiTHWABK (4 COINS), 

This mint only adds a second reading of the hiug s 
name, STIEPNE! to the coins which were sU uck 
by the moneyer ALFPINE. 

Stahpord (6 coins). 

No fresh information is to be found on the Stamford 
coins contained in the hoard. 

SUDBVBY (1 COIN). 

The only ooin In the hoard from this scarce mint 
ie one which shows two roundels, one on each limb 
of the cross on the reveise in the and second 
quaiters. A similar coin is described from the Sheldon 
hoard in the British Numi9maffeJ<^ur7ial,vol VII, p. 73. 
The moneyer's name ends IW, and it is suggested 
that the full name is edpahd. 

Mi3JT-haue beoiknikq on SA (3 coins}. 

One of these may be Southwark, as the sioue 3 'er's 
name CyOD • • • might be OODl^lE. The 
mint-name is only. The tw'O others, with 
the mint^me and cannot be assigned at 
present, ^md the same applies to the mint-name ^A 
where the money ex's name is deficient. All that can 
be further said about them is that they are all from 
diffei'ent dies from any coin on which a moueyer’s 
name would help conchisions. See p. 80, Nos- 277-81. 
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Tadnton (I coiu). 

The only specimen from this mint does not differ 
from piibUshed coins. 

Thetpoud (8 coins). 

Ko new names or varieties ere shown among the 
Thetford ooins. Three of them show the ciiTioiis colon • 
between the letters of the mint-name 

WrOTOV (10 COINS). 

Only one coin gives a variant^ that by TOMA^ 
spelling the mint* name PILT. 

WlNCHlSTSn (17 OOIKM). 

The coins iVom this mint; although eighteen in 
number, pi’ovide no new namee or varieties. Many 
of them are struck from ideutioal dies, and, as such, 
make certain some of tho previously <loubtful readings. 

WoHOftersn (4 cothm). 

The moneyev PXrLPFIC adds STlEFHE: 
to tlie list of obverse readings, and Pll^ to the mint* 
nans. 

YoBic (9 coiiffl}. 

A rooneyer whose name begins A^ will be tbund 
in the list There weie also two coins by 
A\rTOHIM, a n)Oueyei* not represented .in the 
national collection. 

This completes the siuvey of coins of which the 
miut attributions are welVnigh certain. The hoard, 
however, contained many coins, some of which, by 
help of tlie moneyer's names or the recognition of 
identical dies, could be placed under their mint names, 
though ^is was in part or entirely missing. The 
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taak T7ds not difficult if the money^i^B name v/&s 
an unusual cue, but with common uameB, such as 
ALFHED or POBEl^T or such like, tlie absence 
of the minUname precludes auythisig but a pure guest. 
Mint*name9 have only been suggeeted in the list 
where there appeared to be a reasonable chance of 
conectuess, lu this part of the list the following 
names occur which are certainly not published as 
occuring on Stephen's Arst type. a 

new name altogether^ ^AFAl^E, a name occurring 
at Salisbury on the first type of William I, and 
possibly as 6EFAl^OI on the eighth type of the 
same king at Wilton. The name is not in evidence 
again. VleTDRED is a new name. ••TAN 
OP»VN : this name as ST ANGI>\/TI occurs on 
an irregular coin with a mailed figure reading CON. 
attributed by Mr. Andrew to Patrick Earl of Salisbury. 
The coin belongs to Lord Orantley, and is of the same 
type a« that described in B. M-C., vol. I, p, cxxsii. 
The moneyer’a name is suggested by Mr, Andrew as 
a variant of STANMING. •••SPHE and 
S-PICE are both unidentified. 

InBBGULAJt ISSUKSS. 

Two interesting coins were found of Stephen's first 
type on which the obverses ai‘e from the same die 
and lead NSTlfeN. The inverse of the first reads 
^3e^l-“EM:OM:CA, and the coin shows rough 
work, the same on both sides. The second coin reads 
on the reverse —, and the 

work on this side is quite different from the work 
on the obverse. Both coins are doubtless struck at 
Carlisle, but certainly not from regal irons. 
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Another inegular com resembling Stepheu's first 
t^^pe shows the heed completely sunounded by eit 
Inner circle. What remains of the obverse legend is 

[♦S]TE1-REE The reverse legend is 

HtONlETPJ. Though not of regal 
worhmaasbip the style is fine. The bead somewhat 
resembles that on the coin of Durham. 

PI. LIX. Ko. 5. and the letteiiug is a reminder of 
that occurring on the coins of the Eustace class. 

One othei* iiTagnlor coin of Stepbeji’s first type 
was found in the hoard. The obvsi'se, a nide head 
to the right, legend 4‘TIPilIl. The reverse 
legend appeal's to have been replaced by a number of 
I's and colons, 

There wu a fine specimen of tho Korwioh coin by 
EDSTAH with the obverse die defaced with a 
large oioss extending to tlie edges of tlie coin, such 
AS is usually found on Korwioh defhoed coins. 

Coins &sadino PEHEHii:. 

The hoard was unusually rich iu these scarce pieces. 
Six were found, of wliich fbur leadiug PEHEHtC 
were minted by the inoneyer PAPA^LP, all of 
which were struoh from the same dies, and two, 
read iug P E H E P1 CM •, by the money er 
^IPAl^D, also from identical dies. All the sis 
coins emanated fiom the Lincoln mint. 

Tfis EnpnEas Matiloa. 

One coin of the Empress was also recovered in 
the hoard. It is of the usual coarse style of the 
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coias such as is sliown ou PI. LXI, Kos. 1 and 3 
B.M.O. Ou the obverse IN is disceruible, aud the 
revei'se reading enables ua to add that it 

was struck at Brisfcoh 

The last coin in the list is thovanghly unsatisfactory 
at present. It resembles Stephen's first type, but the 
legends on both sides are retrograde. is 

appaiently the beginning of the king's name, and 
something like * * * * E&. may be traced 

on tlie reverse. The coin is base and of rough work, 
and may be Baronial or Scottish, or a contemporary 
forgery. An eiramination of the moneyera* names in 
the lists will show that Anglo*Saxon and foreign 
names, including Scandinavian, occmrred in about 
eciual numbel's. The large msoority of mints known 
to have been active in striking Stephen’s first type 
were present in the hoard. Those wlxich were absent 
were Bedford, Castle Si sing (more probably Rye), 
Derby, Durham, Pembroke, Sbreu'sbury, Stafford, 
Warwick, aud Watchet. Coins from all these mints 
occur very seldom, and many of them are now only 
known by a single specimen. In point of numbers 
the hoard just described exceeds all others except 
the Watford find of 1818 which contained nearly 
double the number of Stephen’s coins together with 
a very large number of those of Henry I. Dn- 
fortunately the number of the Kottiugham find of 
1880 is not recorded. The contents of this hoard 
agree most nearly with those described from 
Nottingham, both finds contaijied one coin of Henry I, 
B.M.C., type X, aud a small number of type XV 
of the same monarch, the intervening types were 
absent. Each hoard preserved the Norwich defaced 
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type, the PE HE HIE type, aud tbat of the Eis press 
Matilda. 

The earliest coin in the hoax’d is certainly Heury 1, 
type X, but unfortunately it is not possible to give an 
accurate date to the type. Ita position in the series 
as the tenth type seems to be well established both 
from the point of view of mules, aud from its 
neighbours in hnda It is. however, interesting to 
note that in at least tltese two hoards types XI to 
XIV were missing. 

It is diflioult to point out the latest coin or to 
date it Possibly ad. IUI would be a suggestion 
not far fiom a coneot oue. The ourrenoy of tlie 
country U well shown by the number of mints 
represented in tlm hoard, as well as by the ni\mber 
of irregular coins found. The owner could uot have 
been pax tioular as to whoss coins he was hoai’diug, 
which shows that tJxe iutsixtion of those making 
uuoffldal coins boi’e g;ood ihiit. Mention hoe already 
been made of the large number of Lincoln coins in 
this Liucoliishli'e hoax’d. The place wixsre they were 
found, South Kyme, is about eighteen miles from 
Liuooln, aixd was the seat of a monastio establishment. 
Possibly tlxe institution obtained its ready money 
direct iroxn Lincoln, wliich miglxt accoxxnt for the 
large quantity of the Lincoln coins. These would 
then be mixed with coins fi’om other sources in the 
treasui’s chest. 

In conolusiou 1 msy add that just under )30(i coins 
tVcm this find have been added to tUs national 
collectiou.

CHARLES I: A THREE-POUND PIECE OP 
SHREWSBURV. 

(Sbs III, FI 6 S. 10, II.) 

The folloviitg is the description of a hitherto un- 
hno'^ tbree>pound piece recently acquired by the 
British Museum. 

Olv. Half'ieugth figure of the king facing UR, sword 
in the right hand. The left band holds an oH^‘e branch 
which reaches upward to near the king’s shoulder. 
The bnat is in armour, and there U a short falling 
collar rouud the king’s neck. The crown is surmounted 
by a large cross. A plume without bands is behind 
the king's head. A dotted inner circle surrounds the 
design. The bust does not nearly reach the inner 
circle below.

The bust ie slightly double-struck, and the last part 
of the N in PRAN and the colon following it are not 
visible, nor is the upper part of the colon after MAG 
to be seen. 

All the known treble unites have hitherto been 
attributed, and probably correctly, to Oxford. This 
new coin lias a very marked resemblance to the Oxford 
coins, especially to those dated 1642. The resemblances 
ai’e important, but the differences in most cases are 
cincial. The obverse presents the same bust of the king 
on both coins. 1 think, indeed, that the same bust 
punch ;vaa used for both, but owing to the double 
striking visible on this new example I cannot speak 
with certainty. Measurements of the busts agi’ee 
accurately. The inner circle on the new coin has 
a greater diameter tliau those on the Oxford coins, 
and consequently there is more field visible between 
the inner circle aud the bust on the new coin than 
on those of Oxfoixl, thus making the enclosed bust 
appear at first sight smaller. The obverse legend also 
differs foom any of those of Oxford that 1 have seen in 
reading HIBER, The common reading is HI. There 
is so mint-mark on the new cciu. The Oxford pieces 
show Che Oxford plume v ith bauds ss a mist<mark. 
The plnme in the field behind the king on the sew 
coin is without bauds. The plume on the Oxford coins 
in the same position always has these adjuncts. 
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The reverse shows eqnellj mUrestiug varUtions. 
The m<»tnoUceeble is that the ^eolaratiou is contained 
on two wavy beads only. All the other hnown treble 
unites present the declaration in three wavy lines. 
Like its obverse, the reverse of the new coin has no 
mint-mark. The Oxford coins always show a group of 
pellets after ^e last word of the legend HIIMIOI, 
when tlie declaration is completely contained witliiu 
the inner circle, as it is on this fresh example, and on 
a few of the Oxford coins. When the scroll becarue con¬ 
tinuous with the inner circle there was no room left 
for the pellets or a mint-mark. The third and last 
difference is in the plumes above the deolaration. 
These are like that on the obverse: there aie no bands. 
All the Oxford coins agree iu having bands under the 
coronet. [PI ill, No. li.] 

These vaiiatious ha%'e been described at some length 
lu order to lay stress on the differences, particnlarly 
in the matter of the plumes. It may new be asked, 
on what coins do these bandless plumes occur ? The 
answer is fairly simple. They occur, firstly, on 
Abe rystwith-Shrewsbury mules where the declaration 
type forma the reverse; secondly, on all varieties of 
Shrewsbury coins from tlie silver pound piece to the 
silver shilling, all of tlieni declaration coins. 

The stojy of the wmoval of the mint fmm Aberystwith 
to Slu'ewsbnry and then to Oxford is so well known 
that repetition here is unuecessaiy. The declaration 
type could not have been stmek at Aberystwith, as 
King Charles's declaration was made at Wellington 
after Aberystwith had been abandoned. Busbell also 
tells us that he made decJaraticu coins at Shrewsbury, 
to show the soldiem what the 3 * were fighting for. 
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H© also admits liaving mad© at th© same place pound 
pieces^ half-pounds aud crowns for army payment, and 
also that k© called them medals because he had no 
instructions at Aberystwitlx, wheie he came from, to 
make any higher denominations than half-crowns. 
Some comparison of the new gold coin with the silver 
coins jnst quoted will reveal aonrious eonnexioii, and 
one of importance It may or may not be known 
to students that the letter punches used on onr English 
coins were, when possible, the same, although the 
denominations of the coins differed largely- It may 
come as a surprise to others, as it did to me, to learn 
that the nobles, halves aaid quavlew of Edward III, 
together with the gioats, half-gvcats, and pence, were 
all Uttered with the same punches. The same faulty or 
broken punch constantly recuw on all these denomina- 
tiona Perhaps still greater soiprise will be expressed 
at the statement that all the gold and silver coins of 
Charles I, from the shilling upwards, were also Uttered 
with the same size punches. This does not mean that 
every coin of Edward III or Charles I or others hove 
Utters all of the same sisse, but that wheie letters of 
the same size could he used they were so used. Thus 
the lettei*© on the groats of Edward HI were the same 
size as on the other coins mentioned j the Utter* of 
the inner Ugeud aw larger; on the half-ginats the 
letters are all the same size. With Charles I the 
declaration is sometimes of the same size as the Utters 
around the coin, sometimes smaller. That means that 
sometimes the same Utter punches were used, some¬ 
times others. Now an accurate comparison of letter's 
prcKluced from perfect pimches is a matter of some 
difficulty, but where a break or injury has occurred 
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to ft punch ft comparison is of the eesiest sort ‘When 
this new coin was osamined I at once loohed for any 
flaws among the letUi’S, and I found a C in INIMICI 
in which apart of the back of the letter showed a deep 
concayity, as if ft mouse bad nibbled a piece out 
of it. This C is reproduced on some ezamplee of 
all denominatious attributable to Shrewsbury from 
the pounds to the shillings, not on every coin or on 
both sides of the same coin. It also occurs on the 
Shrewsbury side of some of the Abery8twith*Shrewsbury 
coins. 1 have not seen it on a true Aberystwlth coiu. 
The punch evidently went to Oxford, as coins of 
different denominatious here show the fault on some 
of those dated 164^ and 1643. After that 1 have 
ceased to find it. I endeavoured to trace the punch to 
Shrewsbury. Clearly it did not come from Abeiystwith. 
York helped to supply Shrewsbury, but 1 could not 
hnd a York coin showing this particular damaged C. 
London was also available for a short period before 
the parliament stopped sitpplies. but a glance through 
the London coins also produced negative resxdts. My 
conclusion, therefore, is that the punch in its damaged 
condition began to be used at Shrewsbury. The only 
other letter I have critically examined is the EL 
This has a very long lower stroke which passes to the 
back of the upright. The upper stroke is much 
shorter, and stops abruptly cn its junction with the 
upright. X have not seen this £ on any except 
Shrowsbury coins. It cecal's ou this gold coin, every 
£ of which is fi'om the same punch. The other letters 
no doubt would yield equally satisfactory results, but 
two examples cf faults are enough. 

Now a word as to the plumes. It was this peculiar 
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form of plume ^hich first suggested to Hawkins the 
attribution of coins bearing it to Shrewsbury. There 
is a note to that effect iu the first edition, 1841, of the 
miver Cohn of Migfand. I could not find any further 
information or any admission of the attribution until 
Mr. Neck, in the CTirvnicU for 1866, called 

attention to the probable correctness of the attribution. 
It took nearly another twenty years for the general 
numismatic public, collectors and dealers, to recognize 
the fact, as it was not till LS80 or thereabout tJiat 
Shrewsbury coins began to be described, as such, in 
coin sale catalogues. 

The peculiar plume, neTer with bauds and some' 
times without even the coi'onet, first appears on the 
Aberystwith-Shrewsbury reverses, and then on all 
Slirewsbury coins. I do not know of any Oxford coiu, 
mule or otherwise, on which the plume appears without 
bauds. It may be urged that on some of the 1644 
and later half unites and sixpences of Oxford the 
plumes over the deoiaiation miss the bands. I think, 
however, that the punch vised for the production of 
these plumes was tuo huge or too long Co fit iiito the 
space to be filled in, and that the lower part was 
shortened partly by cutting away the band. 

I am not av are that there is any special significance 
iu these bauds. The Loudon coins with the plume 
mint-mark omit the bands when the plume is used 
US a mint*mark. AVheu over the shield the plume 
always has bands. At Aberystwith it was much the 
same: the plume in the field of^en omitted the baud, 
wheieas that over the shield bore it. Of course, this 
viubanded Abeiy'stwitli plume has nothing in common 
with the Shrewsbury ornament, which is of a totally 
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dif^reut cbar&cteT. The plumes and the faulty letter 
jmnohes* therefore, both agi’ee in the attribution of 
this new gold coin to Shrewsbtuy. The fact that 
Bushell had not the right to strike gold at Aberystwith 
is no bar to the suggestion that he did strike it at 
Shrewsbury, where he also struck’the large silver coins 
apparently ou his own initiative.

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THE DATE OP THE JEWISH SHEKELS. 

Tai Atti Ibution of the thick ehekeU to the First Kevolt 
against Borne, first praposed by U. Thdodoro Beicaoh. wu 
retracted by him in the second end English edition of his 
admirable llUle book on Jewish ooius. His reasons for 
recontation seemed to some of us inadequate: Professor 
A. R. 8. Kennedy, in hU article on Uoney in Hastings’s 
J/ictionury ^ iAe and 1 myself in the British Museum 
Catalogue of Creek Coins ofPafestine, have testified to oiir 
fnitb in M. Beinsclt’s first theory. 

Since tlie nublioation of tJis lnst>nanie<] volume a fresh 
pieoe of evidence has appeaved. Although it has been 
mentioned in print more than once, it continues to be 
igtioi’od by tlie supporUis of the lilacciilM;ean date.‘ It was 
first InieKy Indicated by B. P. Cerinoi'>Durand of the 
Aiigustinians of the Assumption, in the iferue BiUfgud for 
April, 192i (pp. 294 ff,). The passage is quoted by 
Hr. Huukin in the A’walema^/c CAronrcIe for 121G, \t 867. 
A shekel and a half*ehekel were, it is there stated, found 
associated witli Jewisli coins, or Roman ooios conteinpoi nry 
with the firat Revolt, in exc&vutions on the site known us 
the Orotto of the Tears of St. Peter. 

Fattier Qerme^Durand unfortunately died befoi^e he 
could give A detailed ucooimt of the find. Lieut.•Colonel 
Phythian Adnint. AssUlant Pii'eetor of the British Scliool 
at JeriisiJem, has, however, very kindly made inquiiies for 
ms, with A view to aeeerUlning more exactly tlie ohorac* 
ter of the aesooiuted eoius. To tliis end he consulted 
R, P. Vincent, and from tits letter which he received 
ill reply I am able to i^uote the following:

CIVIL WAR COINS OP BRISTOL TYPES APTER 
SEPTEMBER 1645. 

I AS U 111 pled to send a short comiuunicaUon ns to the 
Hilver coins of Charles I dated 1645 and nurked with A, 
nnd otheis dated 1646 wln’cb are marked with A and B, and 
B only. {ilf. Murdoch Catalogue, 2ii<l part. 146-7, 365, 
and 2o8, und namilton Smith, 1913, lots 36'7 and 33.) 
These pieces, fi'oin tlieir undoubted t^esemblance to Bristoi 
issues, have been said Ui be Bnsliell’s work at Lundy Island, 
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whither he went as roynlist governor after the sot render nf 
Brietol to tlie Pnrtismentniy troops in Septenibei, 1645. 
Ir this be the true intevpietntion uf the puzzle* we should 
expect to hiid L ou ooine struck Utere* or M fur hfsrisco 
Castle* A mediaeval forti^eas leinstated Ly Hosliail during 
Jtis sojourn on the islaud, judging by unalugoiis iusbincee 
at other mint towns of the Civil War period. I assmue it 
to be common ground among numiemattsta tliat the dia* 
tinctive letters on provuicinl coins of that j>eriod are to be 
i^egarded as having a geographical and not a pai'sonal 
meaniug. 

The attrlbutiuii of the B and A coins to Lundy eeeine 
to be wanting in t>robabi]ity, because, in addition to tiio 
absence of Xj or M, Biiehell says in a letter to the King c^n 
li Sii\y, 1046, that ' the [ilaeo in Itself ii useless except 
in some advantages it may yisJ<l to ms". uoitla by 

no means luggeet that Ihei’e was ur had Imu a mint uinler 
his conti'ol, indeed* I suspect II)at ti;e writer uf the letter 
was in fact a blockaded prisoner on tliu Island wlucli ho 
fioverited, as the Bristol Channel was inl'eated by the Par* 
liainent's ships and ly pimles. We know* tO"* titat after 
the Boetuiatiun no cluij)i was made by Bnehell for mint 
sej'vicas at Lundy, although he duos not omit tu remind 
Charles II of liis work for the late King at Bristol end 
Oxfoi'd in hie trlj>le capacity as mlnt*niastei'* mining 
speculator* and army cootractor. There was, moreover* 
one jnnn who above all olheis could have given valuable 
evidonce on the point* namely, Sir Win. Parkltui'et, head 
of the Tirijit at Ozfbixl and previously warden at I ho Tower. 
Now this exi>eii writes a teeCimotiiul in Noveniiier* IGGl 
(S. P. Bom pastlm) commending Busheira help at 8hrewa> 
bury and Oxford, and saying tlmt he had muinUined )it his 
own cost a gHirison on L\mdy, but the dooiimenl is sileirt 
as to say provision of silver or oilier coinage (»perations 
while ho guardod the island. 

For these reasons I feel that Che current attribution of 
tlie coins in <^uesliun is not at all convincing or oven 
credible.

The lost'imiued 1646 coin is a useful link between the 
two varieties and supports my belief in the proximity of 
the mints whidi successively issued them. 

1 have also noticed a hulf.orown, shilling, and gi^ost, dated 
1646, but without any dlsUnctiva letter, wiiioh are nearly 
identical In type with the specimens above nteotioued, and 
may well have been struck in the same district, 

^here rsinalns for comment a haU*ci own of Deolaiation 
type, dated 1648, and bearing tho letter A Hamilton 
Smith oatalogiie, lot 60). This coin must, by reason of its 
dale, remain outside my suggeeted ottiibutlcn, but is not, 
I think, el variance with it. The 164$ piece has a close 
affinity to Oxford Issues, on which the inverse legend begins 
at the side of ihe coin, u hereas on the Bristol coins and 
thuw marked A and D of 1646-6 the legend begins on ths 
(op. The letter A, too, difTeis slightly from that on the 
Bcrnslaple'Applodoro coins, If I may so doscribe them. 
Mr. Q. C Brooke tells me thst the Kational Collection 
contains an Oxfoi^d half'Orown whieb is almost certainly 
from the same die, before the A was punched in underneath 
the hone. Tlte place of origin of this Ox ford .type A coin 
has yet to be sotight and found. 

I make my ocknowlodgements to the Bev. Pi’ebondary 
Chanter, F.8.A.. whose writings on local history have 
smoothed my poth oonsiderebly.

(2924 Mr. L. Wooinam contributes ‘'Notes on two place* 
miuss on the Anglo'Ssxon coins ", in which be discusses tbs 
nttribution of certain coins assigned by liilOsbrsnd (iSdl) to 
bi'idgnoi'tli iuid Harwich i*csitectivsl 7 . It is in regni^d to the 
former gi’oup of coins, namely those with the mint*naine 
BRYD, that I offer a few coiumenU. 

Mr. Wooanom having iodicated Uie philological oud other 
difficulties wiiieli, in his opinion, forbid the identiflestion 
of this n)int*nome ivitli Bridgnorth, I venture to support 
hie coss in favour of n trnnefer to a Boitet mint. If 
Hildebiund’a Attribution cuii Qu longer be upheld, 1 think 
I list these coins eliould be iiesigneJ to Brldport and not 
to liredy.’ The military syaleni of defence in Wessex, 
known as the Bnrghsl llidage. was instituted, as Sir 
Charles Oman enyu,^ In the later yeai'S of Alfred or, accord* 
ing to other aiilhoritise, in the leign of his son Bdward. 
Tha identifioation by Professor Maitland’ of the Biydinn 
of tlie Kidoge with Long Brody, on the ground that the 
district “seems to contain n Kingston" (King's tun), is 
open to <]M«stlon. Tuo places of this mune occur in the 
Bomssdny Survey of Dorset as Chintone aiuI Chingestone, 
but neither of them Is In the valley of t)ie Bredy river; 
the existing hamlet of Kingston Huesell in Long Bredy 
is possibly of later date, us that m it may, there is 
appareiitly no Justoidoal proof that a Saxon burh wos 
estobliehed in or near Bredy. On the other hand, Bridi>oii 
U'ss undoubtedly a pre*Conquest bnrb, placed ut the head 
of a creek formed by s tidal river, and tbenfore a strategical 
point in the system of defence against BanisJi or other 
mvadere. lU position on tlie coast is not unlike that of 
WAmham, nnuther of tho fortified burhs in the Biirglial 
Hidage scheme. Hitherto no Aiiglu*Saxuii coios have been 
attributed to Biidport, notwithelandlng the evidence in 
Domesday that the luwn possessed the privilege of ono 
resident mcneyer under the Confessor. 

I will now turn for a mo^nent to eensidex* the coins

((9>. '^hich is, I oonoeivo; nioi*ely a vari/mt of ilio fust* 
luentioned monoyer'a nanio. Under Hartiinomit wo have 
A coin 1‘Oadmg HWATBMAN ON BU, which is rdlooated 
by Hildahrond to BiistoJ, aomewhat inconsistently. It is 
iiufoiiunate that the place of mintage ia hoi*e ao much 
shortened, owing to the lengtii of the moneyor’s designation. 

Again, in the Confessor^ I’eign this moneyer occurs on 
u coin of Porolieeter (Br/i. Jtfus. Ckif. 4 . * 5 . Corns, vol ii), and 
on & penny with the place*name reading BR» which is given 
lo Briatul (op. at.). 

When ^r^ i*«aoh the Conqueror's period, I notice that 
Iilr. G. 0. Bvooke. in tlie Brit. Jiws. Cat q/'/ho Chins 0/ i/tc 
2/onnan TCinos, does not aaeigit any coins of that dynasty 
to a mint at Bridgnorth, hut he does give to Bristol a nanny 
of the jjioneycr pi*6vjoualy oiled, reading IIWATEMAN ON 
BRI {William 1, tyiie V, iig. 2fi8). 

One other point simuld he noticed. Among the Uoisct 
landholdera mentioned in the Exchequer Dcmaaday licok 
the naino Watenian can he found. 

What inference can be drawn from theee f^ieU? Wo have, 
as 1 have eliown, a moneyer named Wutanian working for 
About thirty years at P<»i'oheatei* (admittedly a long pei*iod), 
and at a ^rou^ which la denoted l>y the abbreviations 
BU, BRI, and BRYD, as far ae is known nt preeont. 
Wiielher lie journeyed from 011a town to tin* <>tlier, or 
whethoi there were two ei’afimnen hearing an identical but 
uneoQunan name, is very difllcult to say. 

The foieguing additional conaidcratioji't may perbajis Ih* 
regarded jui supporting Mr. Wcosnam's internretation of the 
place>name on the coins undei* discussion, i would go one 
step fmiher, and suggest that if the Bridgnorth coins are 
to ho traoafcired to Bridport ilioy should he accunipunied 
hv tiiose Auglo'Saxon and Kornian pieces bearing the nurne 
of the Doi’set meneyer wliicli are now assigned to Biistol. 

It will he remeinbeied that as long Ago an lBd 4 , whoo the 
Beuworth hoard was classified and dssciibed (AtcfUKolt^ki, 
vol. xxvi), ofew of the Conqueror’s coins of tbs Puxs ty()e, 
but struck by other motieyeis, were ascribed tu Hridi^oit; 
this sttiihution was adopted by Mr. Brooke in the British 
Museiini Catalogue of 1910 .

The cslnlogue of the coins of sach 
i^egion is prefaced by a brief history of the tract concerned, 
though this amounts to little mol’s than the recital of a few 
salient facts. Mr. Vulentiue does not reproduce Ute some* 
what moi’e detailed i>olitical history set forth in bis fiist 
Port, hut he ought to have repeated the list of Abbreviations, 
most of M'bich are unintelligible without a key. Tlie coins 
are desoi'ibs<1 by mints, which aro in the alphabetical oi’dor 
of their EtigUsh transliterations. The author bosvontnrerl 
to tackle the vitet seiies of the miutlesa money of the Patlian 
Kings of Uelhi, including the 8uri SuUaiis; and for con* 
venience has included these mlntless pieces with those 
stmclc At the copitol. In logical seouence come those copper 
pieces of Akbar, such os tits half bit, tho eighth, the damm, 
the damvi, whidk bear a denoiDinatioiiul epithet but nob 
the mint. Many notable coins are biMught tc tbe notice 
of tbe 1 ‘eader. The Urge copper pieces of the Sikhs ate 
striking and extremely 1 * 01 * 6 . The Panjab boz.'uiis are still 
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full of cuias, suoL ns thoas illustmtsd on pngs 1$&, but 
(luring fiflosii yesrs’ uctive collscling in that Provinoo 
I never Sft\r h pioM of tlio 6120 and >veigUC of Kofi. 9,10, oi* L2. 
It ifi ({uitfi tixno that the coins of the Sikhs in oil ineUls 
wei*e biought together' in an up*to*date nnd complete 
roonografdi. 

Turning to the Delhi Sultans, No. 280 is s very uiiubiiaI 
piece. No. 840 appeal's to be netv to nuinienutiaU. No. 606 
is a piece, not of SiNandor, but of Muhammad bin Favid. 
Coina Noe. 408 to 412 aio pieces of the 8 elf«stylad but 
mystei'ione king of Kind, who woa a contemporary of the 
Enipeivis Bobiir and Hnmaynn. No. 511 n is of Alwoi' 
mint. No. 607 may well be (aa aiigMsted by Mr. Longwortli 
Darnea) of mint fianiao, an old n^i’in of the pi'esenbday 
Bannu, inetcad of Multan. 

TJie pieaent work ie valuable aa being tbs fiiut to give 
Durisni copper coins adaqunte treatment and ilhiatiation; 
tltere is a full wiiee fov ouch of ilie Duriaiu mlnU doecrlbed. 
Tbe iisulmeiU of Kashuiir mint is JeHorving of speoinl 
pinise. Ml*. Valentins has had tlio ndvuutage of occeaa 
to tlis cabinet of Mi*. It. Buteliffu, of Burnley, which includes 
the oolleotiun of the Kev. Mr. Doxey, at one time a mis* 
aionoi'y in Kashmir. It would be uareafionable to expect 
abaolulely exhaustive lists, eapeoiaily of aeries so iniricats 
And so fertile In new discoveries so the copper ooiua of 
India. On tbe ctlier band, tlie treatment ia adequate, and 
the author*fi induatry woiiliy of admiration. We look 
forward to the appeamnoe of the third Port, which will 
deal with the corns of Bombay, Raj |hi tana, and Cent ml 
India, R. B. W.

It dijieis from these 
in one respect which >^ems to ns rather iinfurLuiioto in the 
case of BassnniaQ coins. Instead of tho hundreds uF illusti'a* 
tion« grouped in ]>lates which (ve have been led In expect 
fi’om Mr. Valentine, we have only ono or two coins of eaci) 
ruler ebown in drawings acaltered tiii'ongh the teat. This 
makes the ideatiiication of coins much mora difficult. 
Sassaiiiait rulers are I'endily distinguishable by their bead* 
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di'd^s, ftnd u Kories of typical coins grouped on on a ov two 
jslstos would onnhlo any uno lo identify thu issuer of a ccin 
io a moment. In the text Hr. 7s1eutino dues not claim 
any groat originality, and one would readily aaoritice much 
of it fcv more lllnstiations. The grant taIuo of the book is 
that it vepiodncas mnoli that ia only accessible io scattered 
articles In £oglisli and fomign periodionls. Hr. Valaotind'a 
drawings of iiisciiptions in hia text are well done, but 
those iu the di'Awings of the coins leave a good deal to be 
desirod. Tho system of transliteration miglit Imvo been 
more imifomi. M. Urouin’s article in tho iiantc Ardt^ol, 
I8il8, does not saom to imvo been consulted. English 
ivadere will be glad to hive t!)A vaitous tables of mints dtc. 
from the works of Hcriltniiuin and deJdoigan. although the 
i‘ei8sn6 of tbn fcriaev's work in ID 18 hoi made it much 
more Accossihle than it was. In tUo latter part of his honk 
Hr. Valentino deals with tho Inter coins of ^aeoaiiian fabric, 
tlioss of the Arab governore of reiuu, and the issues cf 
Tabariftau under the lapehbeds and A mbs. Taken as a 
whole. Mr. Valentine’s l>ook is a useful uue, but whilo {1 
is a wondertul testimony to his ind^istry, it is act quite up 
to tlio standard of his Wks on Arab coins.

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A PEE-QRBEK COIKA0E IN THE NEAR 
EAST? 

A»Y <ju«stion connected with the use of money in 
B&bylouia and Assyria hM always boon approaolisd 
by stndauts of those ancient oiviUeatious with oxtieme 
caution. In describing documents in whicli it is now 
commonly recognised that gold or silver ai'e simply 
e)nployed as a mesne of excliange, the early Aseyiio- 
logiste were always carefUl to employ terme which 
seemed merely to imply barter; time has shown that 
tJieir caution was excessive, and that the various metals 
were commonly used as early as the second half of the 
third millennium before Christ as a means of exchange 
in Babylonia, in Assyria, and in Cappadocia. An 
exchange of metal of this kind can exist without a 
coinage. In cesos whei'e an individual impresses his 
seal upon a piece of silver as attesting its weight or 
quality, the resulting pieces aie money, but not corns. 
Is there any proof that in Assyria there were metal 
objects marked in a distinctive way whioli were 
accepted by traders as having a certain value, without 
regard to their actual weight? Professor Jensen 
iZeitMcIirift fiif A«9ynohffie, xiv, p. 188) and Dr, Johns 
{AiMf/min DeeiU (tnd Docuytu/nts, vol. 11) long ago 
asserted that such proof was to be found in the 
language employed to desciibe money in Assyrian 
documents, and in the Syriac names for certain coins. 
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ProfMsor LehmAziu Hftupt {Z.A. xiv, 8CL) rejected the 
suppositioit very definitely, bnt by no meens iuvali* 
dated the arguments. The chief reason for doubting 
whether the Ass^Tians used coins is the fact that no 
coins belonging to the Assyrian period hare yet been 
found. 

In the late Professor L. W. King published a 
uew inscription of Sennacherib (Cttneiform Ttxtx fr^m 
Babylonian Tal/hts, Part XXVI), in which there is a 
passage of great importance for numismatists, though 
it does not seem to iiave received much attention.^ 
Sennacherib, describing various ornaments of hia palace 
at Nineveh, proceeds to explain how he made some 
colossal bulls of bronze 

*With great beams and wooJon friuueworks for tu’elve 
shining (?) lions, na wall as for twelve exalted ImINcolosei, 
eomplete In form, and twenty•t^vo female ccloaai, who wsie 
clothed with exuberant etrength and abounded in might and 
vigour, aeooiding to the command of the god, I fashioned 
moulds of day and noui'sd bronse therein, as in casting half* 
shekel pleoes, and 1 completed their oonstruction.’ 

Profeuor King’s ti'anslatlon of this passage, given 
above, has uot been questiousd by any Ass^'riologist, 
and may be accepted as connect without any d<»ubt 
whatever. The importance of the passage is twofold 
Firstly it shows that half*shekal pieces were cast.* Tlie

in ooDstmoting tlid bulls shows that they weie oast 
thin. Also we know that the Assyiian word for the 
half^shekel, st/su, survived many ceuturies in this con- 
nevion, and was, in the Syriac fom Jleh used not of a 
weight but of a coin. It is bard to know what to call 
these ha)f*ebekel pieces if net coins. The eeoond point 
of importance is that Sennacherib, boasting of his 
ingenuity in casting the bulls, is seeking to explain 
the process employed by one already well known; in 
other words, the casting of half*shokol pieces must 
have been piactised for many generations before his 
i^eigu, which oommencad in 705 b.0 . 

Now there is not a single known example of such a 
hali*sLekel piece in any Museum. It is of oouite by 
no means certain that such may not yet be fbuud ; 
tJiercin lies the iirlierent weakness of the argument 
iiom absence. But it is not probable that much metal 
of this kind was left in the gi'cat Aseyiian cities when 
they were sacked by the Medos, and if any sucli half¬ 
shekel pieces do remain buried, they will not be in 
such a condition as to be easily recognised by the 
excavator. Some conception of tlieirform may, however, 
be obtained from objeote of a much earlier period, which 
it is tbe principal object of this article to describe. 

Texts flom Assyria and Cappadocia recently pub* 
lished^ sliow that in these lands, between 2250 and 
1200 9.P., money was made, not only of gold, silveiv and 
copper, but also of lead: and that lead was, in fact, the

code was probably drawn up betbre that period, lii 
the eai'Uesb timea of course, lead, despite its weiglrt 
and lack of durability> most have presented obvious 
advantages. Not only was it available in great qtian* 
titles, but its soltnesa enabled the trader to mark it 
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easily end shape it into convenient forms. In Babylonia, 
on the other hand, lead wee never so extensively 
employed, because its weight was prohibitive; tho 
caravans could not carry a sufficient quantity to the 
south to make it pay. Now a colleotion of antiquities 
excavated by the German arohaeobgiste at Karah 
Sharkat before the war, and recently acquired by the 
Britislt Uuseum, contains a few objeote of lead of 
peciiliar interest. The objects seem to belong to aboat 
1400-1200, but tbii is a purely apr/ori conjecture ; the 
account of the excavators mi;st be awaited before such 
matters can be definitely settled. Among these are 
some which prove that lead was actually used fbr 
ornament. Thus there is the hgure of a woman, a 
piu{?) with head in the form of a locust and a ring. 
It is, therefore, not impoesibUthat the circular mtndtU 
in this colleotion (see Figan, Noe. 4-8; were used for 
oinaments. There are cevUin difhouUiea, however, in 
consideidug the objects ae such. If they were intended 
for personal adorumeut, lead is a most unsuitable metal 
for the purpose, espeoially in a land where gold and 
silver, though precious, were obtainable by the ordinaiy 
trade routes. The evidence of the documents is, that 
lead was principally used as a means of exchange. 
It seems probable that the arobaeological evidence 
may show that these lead round^U were thus used. 
For with them were found two other classes of lead 
objects. The first class consists of a number of lumps 
of lead, beaiiug stamped impressions, now invisible. 
These lumps vary considerably in size and shape (see 
Figme, Nos. 1,8), and there can be no doubt that these 
are actual specimens of the ‘sealed lead’ constantly 
referred to in the Cappadocian documents. The second 
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class is formed by * tiwlsts \ lusde of leeid beateu out 
into a thin sheet (see Figure, Ko. 2). The namberof 
these ‘ twists' forbids tUo idea that thess were mei^e 
waste pieces of the lead, screwed up and thrown away. 
It seems to the writer very probable that these pieces 
were twisted iu order to be strung upon a thread and 
caiTied alter the fashion of Chinese ^cashh Of these 
thi^e classes of lead objects found together, the roundels, 
the lumps, and the ' twists', tlie lumps were oertaiuly 
used as money, and the * twists' were probably so 
used; it is not rash to infer that the ^^oK^de^^may also 
have been currency,

Whethei* Uiesc i'on»de/s wero onmments or currency, 
tJiere is now a class of object which enables ns to 
picture the half'shekel pieces to whioli Sennacherib 
refete. They were probably thin, circular disks with a 
pattern on one side. There is some evidence that in 
the Sargouid peiiotl the pattern oilen took tiie form 
of the head of Ishtar {see referenoo to Jensen and 
Jclins above). In order to establish tiiese half-sheltel 
pieces as coins, it !,v:^uiains to be shown that they liad 
A value per se. Kow Dr. Jolius lias already pointed 
out the eiguificauce in this connexion of a formula 
common in tlie buainesa documents of the Sargonid 
period 7;10-620 n.o. It is fVequently agreed that so 
many minas aie to be paid ' in(iulua8) of Oai'ohemish 
less often *iu (mines) of the king*. It is usual to 
interpiet these expi'essicus as a reference to two distinct 
standards of weight; the standard minaof Carchemish 
was half a royal Asayiian mina. This would appear a 
good explanation were it not that sometimes no 
standard is mentioned. Now in tlie early documents 
from Cappadocia, dating from 2250-2150 b.o., it is 
frequently stated of sums of money that they Imve 
been paid, or are to be paid, in money ‘of my seal', ‘of 
your seal' of the seal of so'and'soThe ccmmeioial 
customs of the East are so conseiwative that there is 
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stroug gronufl for believing tliat the specification in 
the Savgonid dooiimeiits is of the same type as that 
in the Cappadocian docnraeuts; namely, that the 
money is marked in a cci'tain way. Such a specifi¬ 
cation shows that marked money liad a value in itself. 
So long as a piece bore tlie distinctive features of a 
mina of Oarohemish, it was legitimate to use it in 
payment of a sum wliere such mines were expressly 
mentioned in the agreement. When royal miuas were 
specified I the money mnet bear tlie i^oyal mark. Wlien 
merely weights are meutionocl, witli no specification, 
tlie sum might bo paid in bullion, not in specie ; scales 
wei'e then ncoessary, and presumably chon only. 

In the early poriorl to wJiich (he Ouppadocian dcoxi' 
)nenU belongs it is to be supposed that only the 
stumped lumps of metal woi'c in nee. though this is 
not certain, 

Now our document very clearly shows that these 
stamped lumj)s had a value in excess of their actual 
weight. I give a pariial translation of this document, 
?iiuce it may prove of importsaioe in the oousideration 
r)i' the origin of the coinage.

Each of tboso tinusaotlouB ib so clearly phrased that 
theix: can he little donht aa to the iuterpi^etsition. lu 
both cases It is expressly stipulated that tdv every ralua

Keal of the oity, originally borrowed, the debtors ai‘o to 
reirfiy 1^ siiekels additlooAl to tlie iniua. This is not 
iutended as intei'est. whioli is stipulated fbv sepamtely. 
It can only be a recognition of the value of the stamped 
pieoo over and above Ua aotual weight. Such a value 
of ccurso was not llhely to attacii to a piece stamped 
h}' HU indivicluai trader i it was duo to tlie communal 
oluiractcr of tlie magistracy in Cappadocia, when one 
trader succeeded another at short intervals lu the 
magistrato’s olEce,'* that the' iniua of the house of the 
gorn' obtained the s|>eoial ivecoguilion. That the 
coinnianai ohaiaoter of the stamped pieces U not a 
fiction of the imagination is shown by some uu* 
published documents whicli distinctly speak of'tlie 
seal of the city’. 

To sum up, there were in circulation in Assyria in 
the 8argouid period 720*620 a.c. half* shekel jheoes. 
cast in moulds, perhaps of the same chaivcter rs the 
leaden roimde^which probably dote fix»in 1400-1200 n o. 
These leaden votindeh may themselves have been used 
as a means of exchaiigei ami thus be a development of

The series, iu Iscb, is 
rather loosely attached to the maiu series of Galba 
aud rather closely oonnected at seveial poiuts with 
the ooiuage of Vitelline and Vespasian. The assign¬ 
ment of the title of '' P.P." to Galba, here and in no 
other historical dooumeQt> suggests that it may possibly 
have been a posthumous hoDOur^ ooinmemorated only 
on posthumous coins. Thei*© was no opportunity for 
the Senate to honoirr Galba's memory while his 
enemies, Otto aud Vitellius, held the thinne. The 
aoeessiojt of Vespasian opened up new possibilities. 
It may well have seemed unsuitable to ''consecrate 
a victim of open violenoe, so many months after his 
death, especially as conseoration was still an extra¬ 
ordinary event and imperial gods were still few 
(Plvus Julius, Augnstiu, aud Claudios). The bestowal 
of the title of Pater patriae” was less open to snol) 
objection.'^ 

It is perhaps not too much to olaim that a strong 
presumption has been created in favour of tlie date

The revereea show very little conuexion with the 
rest of Galba’a coiiULg;e (biH op. Jvn S C*, Victory (16) 
with sdstei'tins of Oalba, G, 266 ff,, &ud tw. S'C*, 
Eagle and standards on prow (17) with as of Galba, 
C. 267). Many of the types cannot be paralleled any* 
where in the coinage of the period—e.g. "Adloontio

A close study of these relationships of revei'ses in 
itself is almost deoiaive in favour of a date attei' 
A.D. 69. 

The reo. legend “Victoria Imperi BfOmaui S'O*” 
gives us the definite indication we require. There 
is oue occasion in this period and only one, to 
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whioh it is really applicable,—to the suppreaaiou of 
the revolt of Civilis and the “iinperium (jAllianim" 
in A.D. 70 by Vespasian. Let iia see if these issues 
of Odba fit the context thns aug:g;eated^ if they do, 
we may consider our thesis proved. 

The suppression of the revolt marked the end of 
a vital peril to the Homan Hmpii'e, whioh, shaken by 
oivil ware, was in no state to withstand furtber violent 
ibooke. Tbe crisis, though aoirte, was toon over, 
thanks to tbe vigorous polloy of Vespasian. But 
Vespasian Inmself was fully alive to iU gravity and 
treated it with the deepest seriousness; he reorganised 
the system under which "auxilia*’ were employed 
in tbe Homaji army and showed himself meroilesi 
to the (J^allic riugleadera In posi^ve ways as well as 
in negative he showed a deep concern to repair the 
injuries sufferod. TJ)e year A.n. 71 is siguallied by 
a large and hire issue of mtt IVom the mints of Rone 
and Lngdunum, distinguished by a variety of hue 
portraits and a series of reveises well chosen to enforce 
the moral, that the oivil and foreig:n ware wei'e at an 
end and that Rome stood more secure than ever before 
(op.imFID6S6XERClTVVM $<•; IVDAEA CAPTA 
SICNfS RECEPTIS S*Cs 8PES AVCVSTA 
$•€•; ROMA 5*C»,—the seven bills type—and others, 
some of which have been quoted above). But ^rhy 
should Vespssiau associate Qalba with himself in this 
triumph? That he was in general well disposed 
towards him will be readily admitted; but fortunately 
we can suggest a stronger motive than this theoretical 
approval. The Galban fiu;tion in Gaul had been 
suspected, with what justice we cfl.rinot say, of com> 
plioity in secret nationalist designs, harboured by 
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Viades. The legioiia of Germany nadev Yergmins 
Kufos had certainly claimed credit for ite scipprcssiou 
aad had posed ae the true Itoiaaas a^inst the im- 
reliable proviuoials—Spaniards and Gauls. Yet these 
same legions, after imposing the Kmpei’or of their 
choice on the Roman world and hading that the 
general will demanded another man, had, in the 
dosing stages of the struggle, actually committed 
the gi’ossest act of treason, by snrreadering dieir arms 
to Oivilis’s rebels and swearing alleglanoe to the 
"irnperium GalUamm”. The Vitellian faction in 
Gaul, banlked of its hopes, had in fact betrayed the 
Empire. And at the crisis of the struggle, South 
Gaul,—tlie Galhan faction—had stood like a rook for 
Rome. * This act of splendid loyalty atoned for any 
doubtfhl suspicions of the past.^* It called loudly for 
some reward; and that the rewaixl was not withheld 
this splendid series of coins of Galba proves. Vespasian 
recognizes the claims of the Galban faction and 
honours it in hononring the memory of its leader, 
who, after all, had taken a leading part in the first 
act of that drama—the fall of Nero—which culminated 
in the accession of Vespasian to power. Galba's career 
is tiivced from the beginning •, we see him haranguing 
his troops, when about to take the field ('^Adlocutio 
S C '’): we are reminded of the oracles at Clunia that 
predicted his elevation {“Hispania Cliiuia Snl. S'C*") 
His triumph is characterized by the military types 
(*‘Honos et Virtus S-O*”, “Mars Victor S'C**’), while 
its lesnlts are shown in the restoration of Rome and

The altar rev. (“Provident."), 
iirst used for Divus Angustixs and revived by Vitellius 
and Vespasian, was specially popular in Gaul.'^ The 
eagle and standards on prows are appropriate to 
Vespasian ratlier than to Gslba, who had little to do 
with operations at sea. Two inverses (" Piet as August! 
S'O'**, “8enatuB Pietati August! S'C*' ) have hitherto 
pnssled oommentators; that "Pistes'* hers has the 
meaning of “loyalty" or dutifliluess in personal 
relationship is clearly indicated by the Aeneas group 
oil tbs altar Hud, In this meaning, has no special 
reference to Galba,But, if we place this issue in 
a.B. 71, we are at libei'ty to apply “ Augostus *' on the 
reverse to Vespasian, not Galba, and at onoe a full 
and satisfactory meaning is obtained. Vespasian 
shows conspicuous “piety'* in honouring the memory 
of his predecessor, who might be considered in the

the Senate hcoionrs him.^ The fact that Vespasian 
usee the same type with legend CONCORDIA SENA> 
TVI S*C« brings the coin of Gelbe into an intimate 
connexion with himself, which is inexplicable except 
on some hypothesis like ours. 

The question of the mintage of this 04$ series is 
not quite easy to settle. The portrait with globe 
is of Lugdunum style, those with aegis and palnda' 
mentum rather of Boman. As the issue was a special 
one it is probable that special efforts were made by 
the whole mint, both at Home and Lugdtmum, and 
that artists who ordinarily designed for gold and 
silver^'* produced dies for the a4$; the striking too 
was probably distributed o^er the two mints, but the 
coins were undoubtedly designed mainly for circula¬ 
tion in the Weetern pvovincea*’ 

The evidence already submitted receives strong 
support from the history of the Lugdunum mint. 

Lugdunum ceased to strike the imperial geld and 
silver in the reign of Caligula. It probably struck 
denarii for Nero of the rev. type, Eagle and standards, 
when besieged by the insurgents under Vindez in

WAS due to the war on the frontier and the subsequent need for 
prop^anda to iwestabUsL Rom on prestige.

The mint of Lug- 
dunum would thus be closed under Galba: Yitellins 
would have to reorgauixe it and, while doing so, would 
rely largely on Tarraco, which had been raised to 
importance by Galba. 

Here these notes must close. It is hoped that the 
solutions offered will prove satis&ctory; they have 
only been reached after long conslderaticu and I have 
tried throughout to the right keys, not to force 
the locks. It will be enough if I have imparted my 
own conviction that behind these locks there are still 
arcana imperii ” awaiting discovery.

Fi’om those it appentrs that Zone was situntod along¬ 
side the promontory of SoiTheum (now identified witli 
Makd, seren and a half miles west of Dedet^tch) in the 
land over ogoittst Simothi’ace, formerly occupied by the 
Ciconee. Wliat was the oetnol oiigin of Zone is uncertain. 
Pordriaet ^ supposes that it was a SnmothrAoian foundation 
of early date, perhaps eveu as early as the eighili centiTi^', 
It is true that tlio opitomizer of Stepbonus says that in 
Hecataeus Zone was described os a city of the Ciconians, 
whereas Hei'odotus bos beeu uodoistood to describe it os 
a 8ainothraciaii fort in a place which was formerly occupied 
by the Oicomaos. But Perdrlzet urges that, locking the 
full teiit of HecatoeuSr we cannot assume, from what ve 
have, that the Someth roci&ns Wei’s not Ureody there At 
the time when Hecoloeus was writing, that is towards the 
end of the sixth century. On the c^er hand it may be 
observed that Herodotus does not definitely say that Zone 
was Samotbi’aciiin at all; indeed he rather implies that 
it was not. In vii. 108 he spooks of the Samothracion 
forts, but names only the westernmost of them, Uesanibria. 
In the passage quot^ in the footnote he defimtely describes 
Sols os Sainotluiictaii, but fimi the way lie mentions Zone 
it is indeed arguable that he did not consider it to be ono 
of the SamothrAcina foimdaticus. Had he done so he 
wo\ild pi’esuinobly hove used the plui’al instead of the 
sii^Ur verb and noun. 

Legend ralated that the ti’ces which Orpheus incited by 
his music to follow him from Pierin took vnot and flomished

The passages cited and the coin ore, hou’ever, not the 
only evidence of the existence of Zone Uiat has come down 
to us. In 0 fiiigment of an assessment of the tribute 
to Athens, dating possibly fi’om 420 or 416 5. o., Z(d»^ vopu 
Sfp/xurv was put donm to |>ay the sum of two talents ^ 
It does not appeiu* l)efore or after ibis dote m these lists, 
so far as they hove been preserved. 

I liAve described the head on the obverse of the coin os 
Apollo. The fact that the Cicouions were descended from 
a son of that god would be siifhcient to account fbv the 
appearance of the type, even though we had not tJie evi* 
dence of the existence of a cult of Apollo at Zerynthium 
in the Imiuediate neiglilwurbood. It must, iiowever, be 
admitted that any one who U inclined to see In the head 
0 repi*eseutaUou of Oi’phe^ss might make out some sort 
of a case for huoself. The wreath of bay and the lyre are 
si^ually suitable to l^otli. The less lomrvntic identi^caiion 
is, howevei’, the more likely to he correct. It visually is.

The WAtr OoUeeli^ Volum« I. Oi«ak Ooina. Au»ol 
I^d Class^HiapAuja^Cania^Britaiuiia—Itftly and Sicily. 
By L. Foobb. Pp. x7i+377- With a pcrtfoHc of 69 plates. 
2C^xdi». Spink and Son. 1922. 639.net 
Sis Hcruahk Webbs died on tUe day of the Aj*mUtioe, 
1918. The woadoi ful collection of Greek coins wlaeli be had 
bi^ught togethoi’ was purchased by Messrs. Spiok and Son 
before the year was out. One of the conditions attached to 
the purchase was, we believe, that the British Museum 
should have the first choice of such pieces as it might be 
willing and able to acquire. Tliat coaditioo was fulfilled 
with li))ei‘aUty, both on tbe lurt of Messi’s. Spink and of 
the Government, for a special gmnt enabled the selection 
to be a large one, and to comprise many of the greatest 
rarities. Another condition was tliat a complete catalogue 
of tiie collection should be pHnte<h The first volume lies 
before ue^imduly delayed, say the publishers, but we think 
dieir ideal must be a high one. Witli that industry whicli 
e^'ely one who knou's him justly admires, Mr. Foirer has 
produced full descriptions of all tlie coins of the series 
enumerated in the title, to the number of 1795. The lu’oofs 
have been read by Mr. E. 8. 0. Robinson. Every coin is 
illustmted in the very satisfactory plates. The ^veig]lte are 
indicated in grammes as well as grains, the sizes in xnilU* 
metres. References are given, so far' os possible, to the 
sources from which tlio coins were acciuiveo (Sir Hermann 
Weber was taemplavy in ticketJug bis spsclmens), to 
jtrevlous publications, and to descriptions of similar coins 
in staiida^ publications. Printing and setting out are sU 
that could be desired. The book is a most solid and useful 
contribution to Greek numismatics, on whicli everybody con* 
cer*ned is to be congratulated. Bui there is one class of pe^e 
who ought to have been conceiired aird have not been, we 
trust that English printers will note that the insane cost of 
printing and collotype reproduction has iiecessiluted the 
produclion of this book in Fiance. The price is quite 
moderate. TheiB will presumably be two mora volumes. 
The whole will l>e a splendid monument to a fine collector 
of the old school. If such catalog:ues could be made of all 
graat collections, there would 1>e less cause to lament their 
dUimsa).

Wb have dela^ad too long to notlca this UttU volume, whicli 
ia wriltau with tha aud aaae which one has learned 

to expect fivMa Flinch authors. Nothing la more difRcnlt than 
to produce In 160 amall luigea an acooutst of &o complicated .a 
subject which shall leave any loipi'easion on the miod of the 
readei' unactjuainted with the elements. ThU book should 
proi>evly be revie^ved by such a 1 ‘eader, who, we feel snie, 
would Bay that It is a success. Here It is hardly necessary 
to romark more than that the writer wisely contents himself, 
for the most part, with giving the views generally accepted 
at tlis present time, or, at any rate, views that be has 
himself mainlined elsewhei^e. realizing that such a book 
is not the place for brand-new theories. Thus, Imving 
always been 8atis6ed that he can classify the daiica 
and sigloi under Darius 1, Xevaes, and their suecessois to 
Codomannus, be does not he^tato to say so. He deals in 
five chspteiB with the ori^n of coinage; the Ai’cholo i>erIod 
to (ho PeiBian wars; the Great Period (V-I7 centuries); 
the HsllenUtio Peiiod; tlie Roman Period. The 21 Uoe- 
Idooks, very fair in their way, do not of course give any Idea 
uf t])e ai'tistic impoitonce of the subject; but then the book 
costs but four francs. We notice on the famous coin of 
* Pbaues ’, M. Bal^elon reads Back's wher e hie draughtenran

Mr. Waltei^ also showed a specimen of tlie heavy ^lenny 
of Heiny IV, of which only three utliei’S ore known. 

Mr. H. Alexa&<ler Fareons coctriboted u paper on a newly 
attiibuted Uanx*Norse cuicage. After ehowiog that, on i>oUticai 
and cultuial grounds, thie S^dinarian Kingdom of tbo West of 
Britain might be expected to have iaitiated a native coinage based 
on Aaglo-Sason models at the same Unie as every other North em 
Kiugdom, the lecturer brought under notice silver peonies, of 
which one was exhibited, which cleskrly indicated an emission of 
coins by Oodred Haroldsos in the late tenth century. iUasons 
were adduced for shoving that the entire legend on the obverse. 
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and tbe mint ciaute on tba r««6r9«, w«r« retrograde, aod adjusting 
enumon errors, together with an unconscious trB&si>ositioo 
of two letters, tbe oouis umuUtakabij disclosed a reading on ebe 
obvexse of +aTODEBr:T K-j) MO (X-niiu© N) Z {S of «ie 
period): for Godred, Jarl of Man and the Sodre^jar (Southern 
lelands), and on tbe reverse -f V (■■ W) 0 L A (unbarred k of the 
period) M 0 for Wola, the moneyer of EfelJ, fi-oui 

ey^ac island, aod Old Horse Qeldr»fell, a lull. Analogous 
exazuples of tbo nee, and derelopmeat into QOD'ColloQQiFd form of 
the orthography, on these new coins, of the names of this Manx 
rolerand mint were <inoted, together with insiancesof coinsiaoed, 
both before and after tbe date of tbis Manx money, giving the 
litle of jul or earl; whilst the evidence of Uon for Han in tlie 
Sagas unmistakably located the country of origin of the uew 
money. The esoeptioaolly clear name of the monsyer wns shown 
to be haown of tbe period, though now for the first time on eoi»s> 
iind on essay towaids tbe location of the mint tentatively placed 
it on the die of tbe ancient fortified beodland opposite the small 
island called tbe Eye. 

Ut. 0. C. Biooke suggested that tbe coin was one of the wauy 
Norse imitations of Ethelred. On this specimen the copier bod 
put tbe Eibelml legend on the reverse, and tbe moneyer's name 
on tbe ohvene. Tbe obverse legend might be equally well vx- 
plsjced on a bungled cop)* of L^OFDECN UO D, a Tbetford 
coin. Hr. Paitoo's coin was similar to if not identical with tbe 
coin of the Hebrides illustrated by Lindsay; C^untjt ef Secffaud, 
Plate I, No. 8-

Rev. B. A. Sydenham showed an as and a denarius of 
Oklba to illustrate the styllstlo relation of the “ceinmemo* 
rative coins ” to tliose of Qalba’s oidinary coinage. 

Mr. Percy E. Webb brought a fine series of silver and 
bronse coins of Galba, Vitellius, and Vespasian to lUustinte 
Hr.

Hr. Sydeuhftm did cot eoosider that tbe “commeiuorative'’ 
issues eould be eo dearly separated off as Idr. Kattingly 
thought, nor did he think it Ukelj that Veepasiah would 
have inaugmated a uew type of coinage in honcuv of Oalbi 
at A town, Lugdnnum, which had been cooaistently hostile 
to him. 

Mr. F. A, Walteis, while treeing with some of Mi*. 
Haitingly’a conclasion8> wished to attribute to tbe end of 
Oalba’s leign the 6ne series of sestertii referriog to the 
“Adlooiitiotlie oraole at Olunia, &c.; tbe adoption of 
Piso would then be the occasion whioli piompted tlte issue 
of a tine series of coins of medalltc character.

The Fiaaident exhibited twelve half crowiis of Chailes 1 
from a find made aome years 9^ is tbe roof of a house in 
tbe Cotswolds. The find—in value exactly £10—consisted 
of 187 Tower pieces and S8 from local mints, Tbe specimens 
exhibited mcluded Bristol, Weynroutli, Worcester, Oxford 
(two), and York coins. 

Hr. Predk, A. Walters, showed a didiacbm of 

Corinth with tbe triton symbol, an unpublished piece. 
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Mr. Fiedk. H&nidoa es^bibiled n Tory fice Mri«s of o1ov$q 
teatoons with poKtaiU of tha Bukos ct Lorraino of tbo 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 

Hr. Percy H. Webb ehov?ed a eeleution of the coins of 
CAranaius deacanbed in Ur. Glen Taylor's papei*. 

Ur. Percy H. Webb read a paper by Ur. Glen A. Taylor 
on A Und of Poman coins inode at Skewen between Keath 
and Swansea in April or Uoy 1919. They were found in 
opening a guaxiy which had been long disused. The find 
probably contained about 200 coins of whicJt 180 wet's 
recovered, of which 60 wei^e in a state suitable for exiunina* 
rion. These were of Gallienus (7), Claudius II (6), Taoitus 
(1), Biocletian (1), Postumus (4), Victorlnus (10), Tetricus I 
(4), Tetricus II (6)^ Cainusius (27), and Allectus (1). The 
earliest piece is a white nretal coin of Poslumue of about 
a.D. S60, and tlie find was buried about a. n. 296. Among 
the moie remarkable coins of Caiausius wei’e aCENIVS 
eXERCiT and fl PAX AVCCC with PF I AVG in 
obverse iuseriptioo, n LEG MM FLAVIA and a silvei' 
washed coin witli Diocletian’s portrait struck by Oarausiua 
to commemorate bis rec^pririon by Diocletian andMaximian, 
and a very neat and well'ati'uek Allectus LA£TIT« AVG* 
The find is being givejt by the finder to the Welsli National 
Uuseiim, Cardiff. 

Hr. Lawrence read a note on u new gold treble unite 
of Cbarles I of Shrewsbury mint. (This paper is printed 
in this volume of the Cftronide, pp. 64*90.)

31r. L. A. Lawieuce, F.S.A., exhibited a selection of 
ilenuii from the Deub^hshlie And described by Ur, Mat*

Ml'. Mattingly read a paper ou '' Some recent finds of 
RoDiait coins*'. The first, a find of denarii in South 
I^eobighsbire, was cbiefiy ronarkable for the very LigU 
proportioo of coins of Sevei us and bis finnily that it cou* 
tallied; a fact probably to be uocouoteJ for by the ivars in 
Britain, A.n. SOS-Sll. It extended fi'om Nex'o to Alexander 
Beveiue but, beyond these limits, iucliided a number of 
legionary coins of Mark Antony, worn almost siucotlj. 
Coins of Pomitian were scanty, and comparison wiUi other 
finds and with Pi. Begliog’s Dotes in (he FroedenbuTg find 
led to the co 2 iclu«on that this was a regular phenomenoo— 
due pi'obably to a slight raising of weight accompanied by 
aa improvement in fineness ic the denaiiits under (hat 
Emperor. 7he second find consisted of Anton iniani" 
of the voist period, Gallienus, Claudius and the Gallic 
Kinperoi'S, with a veiy few later coins. It could not have 
been bitried in a. it. £70, the dale to wJiich one would 
incline at first Co attribute it, but must have been at lea%t 
as late ns a.d. even supposing (he latest coius to 

be inCiudsrs. The almost complete absence of coins after 
the refoitn of Aurelian was theiefore uot due to date, but 
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to the fact they ^ 01*0 ratod difforently uid r&j\k^ tie 
k separate denouiiitation. The Gallic coios were very few 
in comparison to the Boman and iodudod one or t^ro 
barbarous imitations, pi’obabJj nearly contemporaiy. The 
third find consisted of bronxe of Constantine I and bis time, 
buried, in Jersey, about a. n. S17 ; the London mint supplied 
al>out forty per cent, of the ooine. 

The Fi’esident suggested that the last find might be* 
connected \rith disturbances in Armorica, of ^yliich eyidence 
eurriyes in insoiipitous.

Size 20 mm., weight 65 grabs. Ohr. CRISPINA AVGV 
ST A. Biaped bust r., hair A beautiful 

portrait Sei>. CONCORDIA. Conco)‘d standing h, bold* 
ing r. patera, L comuoopiae. Unpublished in bronze. 

The style, size, end weight of the coin indicate that it 
is not a denarius ddfburr^, but a new bi’onze coin of a 
denomination not known to have been issued during the 
1 ‘eiga of Commodua. 

Colonel H. W. Morrieson showed the following coins of 
Lundy Island.

SngiVkved lovo tokens more or less similar to that exhibited were 
common in England In tbs second half of the eighteenth century. 
They wer<i made by rubbing smooth a coin uenally of copper and 
engraving tbe surface with an appropriate design and motto. 
These tokens were very frequently given by snilora to their lady 
loves on leaving for a voyage. They also wcie given by coovietj 
about to be traospoi'te'l. One of the commonest mottoes is,When 
this you see I’emember ma” 

The exhibited token is of esi>ecial inteitiet in that it relates 

Ijs 

to New South Wales. The iniUals are ia a pecoliar position 

on the obverse, and it will be noticed that the initials S.N. also 
occur on the shield on the reverse. Tbe date of the token woold 
appear to be about 1790, and the ship may have been need for 
transporting the convicts to Botany Boy. The French motto is 
also vety Interesting, and leaves a wide field open for specolatioa 
os to the origin of the token. 

Tbe token is both larger and thinner than tbe unal Jove tokens 
made before 1797 (the date of the isioe of the broad rimmed Two¬ 
pence and Penny). The tiiuMS of plating on tbe obverse are 
curious. It is biudly likely that the plating was done in New 
South Walee, a silver coin woald be more likely bo have been used 
than a plated one.

PKOCElfDINOS OP TH£ 


The Reports of the Council and of tbo Tieasurei’ were 
adopted on iho motion of tho Proaidont. 

Sir Charles Oman then pi^esonted the Sodoty’s Kednl to 
Hr. Fiedk. A. WalUiar and addressed him as follows: 

It is one of the happy ohnracteiistics of tho I’ecent Kistoiy 
of the Sometj that it linds itself in the proud position of 
counting so many distinguished znembei‘8 on its list, that 
it has no reason to go far aheld, and seai’ch for savants 
in distant lands, when the question tufses in succeesive 
summers of awarding its medal for distinguished serrices 
to NumismaUc science. 

In 19^, and again in 1931, we Wei’s able to find among 
our own iirnks winters who had advanced knowledge in 
eucb a mcQ’ked fashion, that there was no donbt whatevei’ 
that they had earned the mark of distinction by whicli the 
Boyal numismatic Society signifies its apjireciatioik of re¬ 
search. It is agoio my pleasant task to deliver to a constant 
attendant of our meetiugs, and a regular contributor to oiir 
ChwiicU, tho badge of Numismatic Ueiit. 

1 believe, Miv ‘Walters, that you joined our Association 
m L897. so that you have now been one of us for a quaifer 
of n century. And unlike too many of your coUsogues, 
among whom I gi’ieve to have to number myself, you 
stuted writing for the ChrmicU soon after your election, 
and have kept your pen busy with perfect regularity— 
eighteen important papers having been oommuakated by 
you during the last twenty ye&re. While not forgetting 
that you have once or twice favoured ue with papers of 
high interest on ancient Boman coins, the love of your 
later years, I think that I may say that we are awarding 
you the Uedal this day for your long-mistaine<t researches 
on the history ef the English coinage from the time of 
Ed wal’d III to that of Henry TIlL On this period you 
have by your nnmetons contributions provided us with 
what comes to something like a continuous history of tJie 
period. Indeed, the series of papem only rsquiie a ceitsin

nmouut of ndapUtlou and linking up in ord$i* to make them 
into a complete book—a cbrooiole of Uie ooinngofi'om the 
fivgt coming in of the Qi'OAt aud the Noble (Io\vn to Uie 
geneiid reconatraction of typos, weights, and deuominations 
which distinguisliecl the leign of Heury VITI, when wo ate 
left with the soveroign and the shilling ae the domination 
toatuiea of the cuneocy^ instead of those old thiid'pnrts of 
them which had been the ehai’aetoiietic English issues of 
the fourteenth eootury. 

You have I’earranged for us the very imi)erfect clasai* 
Hcntiou of Hawkins, to which no one who has i*ead your 
papers on the Eeories and Edwards will nfUnvaitls make 
any lefei^ence: you have discoveied and published fm* ns 
A number of hitherto xinknown varieties and denominations, 
and have made a logical sorlea out of what was a chaos 
or a sncoeasion of doubte. Even the “daik reigu of 
Hemy IV *’ ns you ti*uly cn]le<l it, was made comj>Ai*atively 
deal’ by your careful and minute arrangement of “mules”, 
and tmiisitionai'y pieces. Only those who have rend your 
papers with minute attention can pi’operly estimate the 
amount of meticulous compsi’isons and of ingenious hypo- 
tbesee which you have taken in hand. And your judgement 
in accepting some of the possible decluctious from iliem, 
and I'ejecting others, has approved itself to many an 
intei'eeted I’eader. The whole groat series, from its hist 
commencement down to the adoption of the imperitU 
mown by Henry VII, baa such a tiresome uniformity of 
type that no casual and perfunctory methoda of dealing 
with it are poaeible. Many collectci'S turned back .ippalled 
by the problem: you were a pioiieei* in the art of dif* 
fei’entiation. It ia by the minute study of tiny details^ 
stops, the forma of letteie, aligbtly vaned intni-mavks, 
the slope of a king’s shoulder or the abundruice or modei'o* 
tion of his locks, that oonclusions have to be reached. We 
look to you for one fuither paper on the Calais coins, for a 
trifle mol's on tbe later coinages of Heniy VIII, and (hen 
ft justapoaition of all your works will give us a complete 
manual on two centimes of a most difficult and intei’esting 
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coinage. £ tru«t that the medal, wluch I mucb })I«aaure 
in liandiDg over, may lure you away for n momont ^om 
your recent Boman stadJee, anJ induce you to make one 
finAi effort of cO'Ordia&tlon, which may give us your many 
contributions to the pages of our CVtroniolc coiideused into 
a foimal book, which will serve ns the guide of> many 
geneiatinne of colleotoia of tlie Plantogenet and Tudor 
currencies. 

In reply Mr. Walters said: 

Mb: Peesidest, Ladies, akd Gektlsbisk, 

1 am deeply sen^blo of the honour conferred upon me 
by the nward of this medal, and I desire to express roy 
gratitude to you and the Council for cocsldeiing me not 
unworthy to be associated with the far more distinguished 
names with which it has bean connected in the past. 

Without wisbing Co affect too gi’eat humility I feel it my 
dyty to express my iiidehtednese to pi'evioiie writers, i>ar- 
(ioularly to Ruding, from whose volumes—although written 
more than a ceotury sloce—1 was able to draw so much. 
Also to other noted writers in the past, includuig Saint bill, 
Longstoffe, Keck, and others. If, with tbjs assistauco to 
start with, 1 luive been able to carry a little hu ther the 
study of the coinages of our bitev Plantagenet kings, I 
eliall be proud to feel that I have helped ever so Utile in 
Che advancement of nitmiematic science. It is a pleasing 
duty to i^ecall wh&C one owes to others, and I woe im* 
pressed In the early days of my connexion with the Society 
by a remark of Sir John Evaus In one of his anuud 
addresses, when in refemng to adecease<1 insinber—I forget 
w'ho^he said that, not the least of his nreiits was that in 
all he wrote he made a poiiU of studying what others liad 
previously written ou tiie same subject. 

The Pi’esideot has spoken of m; new love ” In regard 
to Roman coins, but I'oally it is my oldest love, as I have 
collected and studied them with the gmteet interest from 
my boyhood, and although I have not ventured to wiile 
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much iu counexioii \rlth that of Quroiamatics 1 should 
liks to (hiok (list in a huinbU way I may have been able to 
be of some little Assistance to those wlio, like Mr. Sydenham 
and Mr. Mattingly, are doing ench gi-eiit end valuable work 
in this sphere. 

The President then delivered the followuig oddi’ess: 

THE PRESIDEJTT'S ADDRESS. 

Our obitusiy list is unhappily a \‘ery heavy one, including 
eleven names, fav over the average. The Arst loss that 
1 must chronicle is that of our most distinguished British 
member—Admiral of the Fleet the Mai*quess of Milford 
Haven—better remembei'ed by most of us as Prince Louis 
of Battcnberg, whose long aud lionourable naval career from 
ii3&8. when be entei^ed the Royal R&vy os midshipman, to 
1912-'14 when be became Ai%t Sea Lord of tbe Admiralty, 
extended over nearly lialf a century, aud covered the maiveb 
lous expausioQ of the Bntisb Aeet before the Great War 11‘om 
end to end. He saw much active service, was commander* 
in*cbief of tbs Atlantic fleet for the last two years of his 
seadife, and was one of those most leeponaible for the 
readiuese in which the Kavy was found at tbe outbreak 
of the last great struggle. He was a strenuous collector of 
naval decorntione, joined our Society in 1909, and published 
t>vo volumes of a msguificent work on 17aval Medals, which 
eupei’ssded nil earlier hooks of the kind. 

Colonel John Glas Sandeman was one of our most senior 
membeis, baving joined the Society as for back os 1877— 
so that he was with us for foify^five years. He joined the 
1st Royal Diogoons in 1858, and seiTsd with them as n 
subaltern throughout the Cnmenn War. being probably Ibe 
last surviving officer of the famous Charge of the Heavy 
Bngade, under General Scarlett, at the battle of Balaclava. 
After leaving the aimy be was colonel of the Essex 
Yeomanrj' Cavalry for many years. He wivte several 
ai’chaeologicol monographs, and ^vns a collector of Greek 
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an<l BozDAn «oiDB aU bis life. But I believe tbut be only 
once contributed to oui* {yironidc^ when in 1886 he gave 
lu A note on e gold offering'besAnt of King James I. 

A member seuiov even to Colonel SAndeman iu oof list 
WAS the Bev. 0. S. StreAtfeild, a FeDow eluce 1869, and 
H collector of Roman coins. I believe that be was almost 
the of our membership—having joined even befoi'e 
Sir Artbu* Evans, Frofeseor Gardner, and Mr. Gruel>er. 
who all go back to 1871-2. 

SIv. U. Eongwoitb Damee, I.C.S,, who had been with us 
since 1884, was a distinguished Indian Civil Servant, And 
a welbkoown OiientAlist—ai«cognised authoritj on Afghani* 
efan and Balucbistan, and a prominent member of the 
Royal Aaatic Society, to wbose jouroal he was a frer^uent 
contributor. He was also an authority on fblkdoie, and 
edited eeveml texts for the Hakluyt Society. He ^n^ote for 
the Society several excellent, but all too infiequeut, articles 
OD the coins of (be Duimoi Kings of Kabul and the Moghul 
Eniperoia. 

Colonel AJbenmile Bluclc^vood was oue of our most 
distinguisUed military membeia. He joined the Border 
Regiment in 1901, a&w service in South Africa duifng bis 
first year in the army, and in the Great Wav of 1914 
obtained his Lieutenani-Colonelcy and the D.S.O. He died 
eu'Iy this year in India of heart failure, the reault of over 
work in 1019-20, when he bad been Chief of the Staff to 
General Denekin, at the head of the White Aimy, which 
made such a etienuoas attempt to preserve the southern 
parts of European Russia from (he Bolshevists. He had 
joined the Society when a lieutenant in 1001, and was a 
faithful adbei'ent to its studies. 

Colonel John Biddulpb, elected id 1009, seldom attended 
our meetings, but had a very fine collection of English and 
OifecUl coins. He was a militaiy bistoiian, and wrote the 
chronicle of bia old regiment^ the lOth Hussan 

On the other hand we deplore in Mr. A. A Banes and 
Hr. T. Bearman, both elected in I808( two most regular 
visitoia to our montlily gatherlDgs. Both served a teim 
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(»n our Couacil, and Zi'equeut ^zhlbUorG of ewio&a. 
Ml’. Beftiainii hod & vmy fino collection of Scottish coins, 
und a gi’eat knowledge of that series. 

Mr. Maurice Itosenheiin, F.S.A., brother of our late 
member, Mr. Max Boseiiheim, shored bis tastes, sod had 
o magnificent collection of ItsKon Benmssance medals. 
1 believe that his only coaU’ibution to the columns of the 
Chi'Onicle was a paper on a isednl of Lorenz Staiber, com* 
municsted in 19 IS. 

It is undoubtedly this very hsavy list of eleven losses 
hy death which has done most to produce the slight decrease 
in our numbsis visible in the membership-list of 1932. 
The number of new membei'S elected has l)een quite up 
to the average, nor has tliat of resiguAtions 3>een in any 
Nvay abnormal. In the most peaceful and prospeious days 
uf old we always lost a certnin annual percentage in this 
fasluoii. That it is no greater In this time of severe 
tiDaneisl stress for the cultured and professicnol dosses is 
a most encou rising sign. 

Oui’ meetings have been well attended^the show of rare 
or interesting pieces by members bas nevei’ been so good, 
and the recently introduced ]>i’actice of inviting specialists 
to bring down a selection of pieces to illustrate the pai}er 
to be 1*60(1 by Another specialist, has pi’oved a decided 
success. 

The i*ediscovery of the long*lost signature book of the 
Sooiety, which came to light at its move to Bussell Square 
in 1921, bos enabled ua to i*e-eatabliBb the good old custom 
of getting each new member to enrol himself by his own 
handwriting In ouv membership. May I implore any old 
member who does not chance to have signed this interesting 
old book, which the Secretary bos at his dispcsitiou, to do 
so before lie quits tbe room to-day. It is deplorable that 
this nrcluve was so long mislaid, and we mast do our beet 
to bring it up to date. It is sad thnt so many distinguisbed 
names might hove figured in it, and by an unfortuoate 
accident do not 

I think tbat I may say that the Society continues to

does oot seeia to haye detevi’ed the joining of new memloers. 
The monthlf xneelings have been well attended^ and (he 
esbibitiona of ooins at them have been of over the average 
in nnmbeve and interest 

Thera ia osl; one point on which 1 ronat confess tJiat 
I do not feel quite aatis£e<1*^tbe else and genei'ftl Appearance 
of the C!ftron$cfe. Doe had hoped that the general fall in 
prices of all commodities, which hna been the distinguishing 
economic featura of the past year, would have penetrated 
to the printing trade. In my last addraas I expressed 
a hope that it might soon be felt to ouv beueht. On tlie 
whole we have been somewhat disappointed ; you will hnve 
noticed tliat we have made little progi’ese toward the 
restoration of the former bulk of the O/rroaicfe, and the 
raaiimpdon of ita ancient wealth of Hlustration. We are 
now getting only twice a year what need tv come four 
times, and the double ])art of 1981 is oot appi’eoiably larger 
than the single part of^say—1018. The illustrations are 
uot only much fewer tlian of old, but also (to my taste) not 
ao aatiefectory—look for example at the black shadows 
round each coin, in the illustrations to the find of money 
of Stephen which was iaeued to ne lost week, in tlie new 
number of our journal. 

As far as I can make out, we must trace the enormous 
rise in prinling coele which bse driven us to our present 
condition entiraly to the extortionate demands of labour. 
The Conipositora’ Union has refused to take any practionl 
measures to firce the sitnation, preferring apparently to have 
about a third of its members out of work, while the reet 
continue to receive ^Tar•wagea, and thereby to prevent the 
publio from using the press as it xised. Every other ti’ode, 
practically, has faced the situation, and consented to large 
raductiops. Those in the printing trade have been in* 
significant, some 6e. down at lost on wages that ara now 
more than double those of 1914. It is obvious that the 
learned aocietles have to reduce their activities in pnnting, 
since its price has become prohibitive. We bod, os you re* 
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memWi’, otir old priators simply bocausa of 

enhanced charges. Our ne^7 ojies si’s, I bolioTe, & tride less 
extortion&te, but even so the cost of the Chronicle remains a 
emsbing burden to tlie Society. The serious thing is that we 
depend for out I’evenue much 12101*0 on ouv outlying membei'e 
than on those who ai‘e able to use our rooms, and to attend 
our meetings. And it is obvious that we ni.*e giving them 
in the Chonicle of to'daya much smaller volume than the 
Chronicle of 1914, at a much enhanced price. 1 confoss that 
1 dread a gradual slacking off in our country membeisUip, 
if out* publication continues to I’eniain so slenclsi*. The 
educated and professional classes from whom we recruit 
om’selves are hard put to it financially; the longer that the 
Chronide letains its piesent dinunutive shape, the luore will 
our old membei'e feel that they aro not getting their money’s 
worth, and the more reluctant will outsideie be to join a 
society Nvlucb seems to give so little return for its enhanced 
subso'iptloii. 

I know that there is a heroic remedy—soveml learned 
societies have, to my knowledge, commenced to print tlieir 
proceedings in France or Switzei’land, or even in Vienna. 
The results are as satlsfactoiY to the eye as the English 
printing^tbe price about half that charged in Loudon. 
I must confess to feeling a great roluctance to take into 
consideration the changing of ouv place of printing to any 
foreign soiL But if we are pi’essed to the desperate choice 
between ceasing to publish any adequate proceedings, and 
printing them abroad, 1 know which way my vote would 
be given. It is monstrous titat any English Uuion should 
try to escape the common buideu of post*war poverty, by 
exercising a tyrannous monopoly on those who wish to 
utilize its semoes. Pablisbei*s tell me that the explanation 
of this long holding up of prices is that the greater nows* 
papers have such a dread of finding themselves involved in 
a Bbike, and having to cease publication for a few days, 
that they refuse to enter Into a geneiid agreement with the 
other printing firms to administer an ultimatam to the 
extortionate Unions. 1 con assure tbera that the public 
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f&eb no sympothy with tbeu’ solfUK submission to imtiouii] 
domands, wholly uiijuatiAod by the gensi’al ilnanci&l situa* 
tiou of the ecunUy. Koi' can ! imagine that any one would 
find hio'kseU very serioosly iueommoded, if he were foroed to 
abandon for a few days liia normal poet*bi*eakfiist pei'usal 
of his particular part; journaV If I could but secure four 
issues of the iVhnn’suutfio ClirorwJe per anoumi 1 could 
hardly overstate the number of daUy issues of The Times 
whieli 1 should be prepare<l to forego. 

As to ouv currency, you will I’eniember that 1 sndeavouie<l 
Inst year to bruig pi^eesure on the Chancellor of the EX' 
chequer to restore tire original purity of the metal of ouv 
so-called silver coinage, now that the marked price of silver 
bullion bad fallen back to 84 pence or S(i pence per ounce. 
He lefused to be moved: nor has his suoccesur this year 
shown any moi*e signs of yielding* thoxigli 1 submitted to 
his private eye that selection of ill-struck, discoloured, and 
disintegrated Horios and balf-erowns which I exhibited at one 
of the meetings of this Society. Sir Robert Home mode n<» 
attempt to deuy that they were a disreputable collection, 
but seemed to think that sufficient had beeu done to answei* 
the eomplfunt if the ne^v coinage of 1022 was piepared from 
n less nauseous which did uot decay so lapidly 

or discolour so Aagrautly as ths Issues of 1020 and 1022. 

I am bound' to say that tbeie has been some small iinpi’ove- 
merit in this i«spoct—the very unsatisfaotoiy nickel mixtui^e 
of 1920 having been replaced by another alloy contoiuing 
some copper and (I believe experimentally) a little manganese. 
The new issue seems to tuiu a pals yellow after much use, 
instead of brown or gissn like its predecessor. This may 
be some slight amelioration* but ihehtct remains that the 
eurisQoy still makes a very poor efiect—it certainly oou- 
trosts very un&vouiably in appearance with some oolouial 
issues—e. g< thoee of Canada, in whicli a tweuty per cent, 
instead of a fifty per cent, adulteration of the old standard is 
acrx prevailing. 

It is a melancholy fact to note that ou tits continent only 
a few countries, ,Uke Spain and Switzerland, still produce 
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A euiT«Dcj wbieh it id a pWure to 6e« and bandU. Fnnct 
has iiitioduced bnoo metal 1 fiauo and 2 franc pieces which 
nxaks do pretension to be silver. The other states seem 
to be lapsing into the permanent use of papier for even tlie 
smallest deucujLualion above the fi^tiouol copper or billon 
smoJl'Change. If the majority of the Euiopeau states 
actually abandon silver for good, I cannot but tlilnk that 
it is a seiious blow to us numismatists. Kot only will it 
be impossible to keep up the senes of metal coins in 
collections, but the whole art of dfe*sinking will die out, 
end the continuity of an art that goee back to Ci'oesus acid 
PbeidoD will be brought to an ejid. I should be soitj to 
think of ooiu'Study as a pmsiiit connected only with au 
extinct class of objects—like tbe Batterseu snuff'boxes or 
Japanese tsubas with which some collectors like to fill 
their cabinets. This may still see in a danger of the far 
futui^e—but as things ure going at present it is at least 
u danger that can be conoeived. Before the Great 
it would have been an absolutely inconceivable nigbiuiare. 
The only bright point which I can hud in tbe pi’eeeut 
situation of tbe British currency, is that the Beiuity-Mastev 
of tbe Mint, who came into office at tlie cominenconient of 
the present year, is a loyal member of our own Suclety, and 
intei’ested hom the historical no less than from the economic 
pohrt of view in the study of coins. Colonel Robert Johnson 
is a very old fiicnd of my own,—be took the Oxfoi*d 
History School with the highest honours, and cau sympatbizo 
with the numismatist and his researob in a way tkiat no 
Cbancelloi of the Exchequer lias ever done, Oolouol 
Johnson’s intei^ests lie much in tbe direction of niedalHc 
art, and we ore in some hope that his inlluouoe may lead 
to a development of the medol'dei'aitment of the mint, 
whicli Las so long been neglected—with tiie reeult that 
when officio] medals must be produced, they have In recent 
years been so veiy uuastlsfaotory as works of art. When 
one reflects ou the activitiee uf the Paris mint in this 
direction, one cannot but feel that the London mint, under 
judicious management, would have a great oai'eei* before it 

c 
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in future. Meenirhile, when medallic art is encouraged 
at the mint, perhaps we may be fortunate enough to get 
rid of the very unsatisfactory portrait of our gi’acious 
sovereign, which at the present time does anything but 
adorn the currency issued to his loyal subjects. 

On Cheek ooins we have not, this year, been fortunate 
enough to secure any of those monographs on the curi’enoy 
of a city, a king, a period, or a dynasty, for which the 
GJtawi^ was once fsiaous. But we have published two 
valuable papers by the Keeper of the Coins in tbe British 
Uuseurn, one of which deals with the acquisitions of the 
Kational O^inet in tbe preceding year. It gives us a 
number of veiy interesting new pieces—the most notable 
an Athenian decadrachm of the so'Called ‘' Marathon *' type 
—a most glorious and beautiful piece of archaic art, which 
supersedes for ever in iUustrated books the weibknown 
decadrachm with the gash aoross the which was so 
Familiar to us. This specimen is in admirable condition, 
Atid ehould be given a respectful visit by every collector 
of Greek coins. It seems to be the ninth known decodrachm 
in tbe world—London has now two specimens, Paris and 
Berlin one each. It is sad to have to add that tbe 
abominable Christodulos has recently produced some most 
deceptive unitations of this great historic piece which might 
deceive tbe very elect 1 

An unpublished coin is tbe curioos hrst^entuiy silver 
piece of king Inonsimeus of Olhia—a sovcieign who could 
not spell his own name, as on the other silver piece of 
him hitherto known be called bimeelf Inlsmeus. It is 
eertunly not beautiful—but has its interest. Another dynast 
makes bis first appeaiance in the Museum in the peieon 
of Kr&na, a fiflh*oentiiry Lycian king, who gives a good 
portrut of himaslf in a Phrygian cap on bis new didracbm. 
The Museum should have a larger display for us in its next 
annual summary of acquisitions, &om the immense acquisi¬ 
tion of Bactnan silver which it has just been fortunate 
enough to acquire. 

Mr. Hill’s other paper, published In the number of the 
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Chroni^c wbioh baa just reached our hocda this week, deals 
with ‘'Ancient Methods of Coin eng’*, and gives a luoid 
aocount of the simple machinery of ancient mints*—Greek 
and Boman—witit an explanation oi how each of the many 
mistakes made by the primitive moneyer—double strikiug, 
" brockages’'i oyorlappingof types, blank reverses, &o., were 
possible. Perhaps the moat interesting, and oonvinemg, 
paragraphs iu ths article are those which prove tltat several 
dies wei’e often sunk into one anvil, so close to each other 
that a careless blow might pi’oduce very odd results. 
Another curious disco very is the way iu which ceitain 
types of coins owe their peculiarity of shape to the fact that 
they were stiuok from a globular Instead of a hat “ blank ” 
ov " flan **. This caused the little side excrescences very com* 
mon on nuiny Sicilian issues. 

As a sort of by-product from Mr. Hill’s general p.^per on 
dies we have some owicus notes by Mr. Milne on the way 
in which Greek dies wei^e sometimes recut, and utilised for 
cities which did not originally own them. 

With regard to Boman coins, Mr, Percy Wehb’e pajver 
on “ Roman Mints of the Third Century ” was printed after 
the deliveiy of my 1921 address, but had beeu delivered 
before it, so that 1 bad already dealt with it at some lecgUi 
last year. It was satisfactory to have It at last in print, so 
that one could brood over the problem of Ticinum rersws 
Tarraco at leisure. 1 suppose that, on his advice, we must 
surrender the Spanish miot in favour of a second Italian 
one. Gaul and Carthage may have satisfied the needs of the 
Iberian Penlnsuls. 

We have two records of finds of Boiuan coins—one quite 
small, but typical of many such hoards found in the 
south-western counties of £!ngland~flfty*tbree sih< 7 uus &uzi<l 
at Dorchester and reported by Mr. Mattingly. They lange 
straight through from Julian to Honorlus—every emperor 
repi’eeented save Flavius Victor and Eugenius. The frequency 
of such silver finds of the latest yeais of the fourth century 
in England, and their rarity in all other parte of Europe 
was commented upon by Sir Arthur Evans ten years ago,

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in his on tlw Mint of Loudmuim Augusta. Why all 
ILe siliqua© of th© Empiw gmvitjited to Britdn about 800- 
410, just before the fiual collftps© of th© Booiao Empir© 
in this island, remaina a atmiding pu? 2 le. Tbe other and 
maoh larger find la less inUi'estiug to os as coming from 
fmotber country, Spain—but seems as typical there as 
sibVyuac hoanle are to Wessex. It is that of 617 Eoman 
republican dooavii found in the province of Jaeu—and 
reported by Mu. Horace Sandars—since alas deceased. The 
aeries ends u'lruptly wilb a number of wins of the years 
1)4-02 B.o. Obviously tliere/ore it has soniethiog to do 
with tbe great civil 'vsr in which the Komau lanegad©* 
general Sortorius defended the cause of Spanish iiide})endeDce 
against MeUIlus aud Ponipey for eo many years. It fits in 
exactly with six other Andalusian fin<^ in each of which 
the last coin, as Mr- Sandui-e poinls out, dotes fiem some 
year between 02 and SO, Clearly there was widespread 
coin*burytng going on during this bng strife, and' the 
concealer of th© hoard seldom retiirj»ed lo dig it up- Pre¬ 
sumably the was the case with the Souiersetsljire, 

Wiltshire, and Doj selshlro deposits of siliqua© spoken of 
above. 

On© more Roman contribution to tb© Chnnidc deserves 
n special word of notice,—Mr. MatUngly’s most plausible 
and ingenious suggestion that certain coin© of Oall)ft in all 
metals, probably from, Lugduuua, were struck after his 
de&Ur ©6 a sort of “ consecrationary “ issue hy Vesposiao. 
CerlaiDly these series are very different in fabric frem Gsiba’s 
early Spanish coinage, and frenr his eaidier Roman pieces. 
And certainly the pracUe© of striking definitely ‘‘coiisecra- 
tionary ” coins to a revered predecessor was not quit© 
thoroughly established ae yot An interesting discussion 
followed on tbl© paper—Mr. Sydenham raising tiie question 
whether Veeposian would have made use, foi* the Issae of 
tbeso coina, of the mint of a city which, like Lugduiium, hod 
beeu consistently opposed to the commeinornled emperer 
duiing his short i‘©ign. The question lemoio^ matter for 
further argument. 
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In rpedtMval }>ap6r8 we have oot been very prolific 
during the post session, but Mr. Lawrence hiw given us 
a paper on a hoard of coins of Stephen found many years 
back at South Eyme, but pa'eeei'Ved intact in the hands 
of the landowner till to-day. The interest in the board was 
that it contained an enormous proportion—1»8 out of 800— 
of coins of the mint of Lincoln, the nearest place of issue 
to the (Ind'Spot. As they Wei's not all fresh from the mint, 
the deduction is clear that coinfi did not travel vei7 far, and 
might remain for a good many years in close proafmit; to 
their place of pai'ontage. There were sis **K5BEBiC” 
coins in the board—five of them from Lincoln,—one of the ^ 
Empress Haiilda, and one of a doubtful Henry—either 
Henry H as Count or Henry of Scotland. Altogether it 
was a very 1 * 0 presentstive little find. 

One otbei* English monograph is a short paper by Hr. 
Synionda tending to prove that the 1045-6 dated coins of 
Charles I whioh show a great similarity to his Bristol 
issues, but were issued after that city bod fallen into the 
hands of the Parliamentarians, must belong not to the old 
/itbibution—Lundy Island—which is really a most unlikely 
guess— but to Bai'Tistnple and Appledore, which the Boyalist 
army of the West maintained long after the fall of 
BnstoL The letter B might have served for the name of 
the inint'inaeter Busbell, wliu was certainly in person on 
Lundy. But A cannot possibly bs atti'ibuted to that island, 
and the A and B coins obviously belong to the same issue, 
Whether Axminster or some other west country town 
would be a possible alternative for Appledore 1 * 00 ) ains to 
be considered. There weie ceifainly other towns beginning 
with A in Royalist hands in the A*inter of 1645-6. 

A most important paper on a famous Kenaissance maker 
of porti'dt medals Is contributed by H. Victor Tourneur. 

It identifies beyond all doubt the real name and character 
of the author of a series of wonderful portraits of Eogllsli 
people, small and gi'eat, all dating from the years 1662-8. 
They range from the Hai'quis of Korthoropton and the Earl 
of Pembroke down to the wives of London meKbants of 
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sniejl note. AH sue signed STE H., from which Horace 
Walpole made an artist Stephen of Holland, whose name 
baa survived in cstologuee down to this day. The same 
aguature is found on medals of exactly timilar work por* 
tracing a number of notables of Aotweip and Utrecht, and 
two amaller groups of Polish and Italian personages. 
M. Tourneur has now discovered in the archives of the city 
of Antwei’p a medallist named Steven von Herwijck, whose 
date exactly suits that of the portrmts, and whose passport 
to visit England In 1564 was gianted with some difficulty 
by the antboritiee of his place of residence. Most satis* 
, facioiily is this corroborated by the appearance in the 
register of aliens domiciled In London of a “Stephen 
Vanhai'wick ”, cutter of stones for tiagSr with a wife and 
two sons. The identidcatioc is made absolutely certain by 
the fact that the Tanharwicks ara recorded as lodging in the 
Louse of John Dymmoeke, a merchant; and a medal of 
a certain Mary, wife of John Pymocke, is one of the signed 
works of ST£. H. (Nearly he made it to oblige bis land* 
lord’s wife—or possibly to discharge liis lent No proof 
Could be more convincing, and M, Tourneur must receive 
the congratulation of any numismatist on the happy result 
of bis conscieutioDs search in Belgian and X^ndon aiuhivos. 
How many hours of toil must have been spent in looking 
through the pages of crabbed manuscript In which tbe name 
of Steven did not appear, before tbe final reward was 
obtained I Ho seems to have been an interesting person— 
a refugee for the sake of I’eUgion, for he undoubtedly left 
Antwerp to avoid the beginnings of persecution, and estsb* 
lUbed himself for good in London, where hie widow and 
SODS lived msny years, regular attendnnta at the Dutch 
PrcUetaut Church In Austin Friars. 

I should probably psss on from contributions to the 
ChronviJt by our members to mention books produced by 
them—notably Hr. HiH’B volume of tbe B. (hialo^ (if 
Greti Coins, which takes us over tbe Eastern realms— 
Blymais, Susiana, and tbe vatious Aiabian dysostiea. Most 
rsadei'S will find themselves inhoduced to a number of 
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moDorcbs for the first time, as they turn over the pages 
of this fine volume, for Attambeluses and K&mnsskiresee 
Jiave been multiplying of late. Some of the former, par^ 
Ucularly the first king of tb&t name, produced tetrad rachms 
of a very fair style—far superior to the rude later Issues 
by which only the dynasty was hitherto known. I must 
abo mention tbe volume of Hr. Seltman's of OJ^pia 
and Eii^, with its admirable illustrations—a great pleasure 
to the student of (?reek art. So large and well arranged 
a sequence of these beautiful coins had never been seen 
before. 

One more record of a book—not in any way connected 
with the Bociety-*>must end my annual soi’eed. Professor 
SvoroDOs bas just published a useful, if rather espensive, 
illustrated pamphlet, which has caused many of us to shiver. 
It is tbe record of tbe forgeries of that famous criminal 
Christoduloa, whose dies and tools were seized by the Greek 
government when he went to jail. A thousand of his 
ingenious productions are figured. Many of them ore so 
plausible that they have been already detected in collections 
of the highest i^espectabllity. Long may their author be 
restrained from a resumption of bis old activitieel
